RECEIVES ELECTION RETURNS — HEAR- 
INGS ON PARK PLACE STABLE— WILL 
IIE LOSE HIS LICENSE? 


The board of aldermen met at 8 o’clock 
Tuesday evening, the first business be- 
ing the reading of election returns.

Reports were received from the com-

the stable were so bad, he was liable to 
lose his tenants. Tho stable was set ou 
wooden posts, with no cellar wall, and 
was not 10 feet from his house. Mr. 
Patterson kept his stable as well as any 
one could axpect, but the stable was old 
and not fit to keep horses in. 

Mr. Atwood, who lived in the nearest 
house, said the smells were so bad he 
could not sit on* his piazz i in summer, 
and they had to keep their windows 
closed. They had complained to the 
board of health, but the board said it 
was not a nuisance. Oue of his children 
had malaria, and there were several 
cases in the vicinity, due, he thought, to 
this stable. 

Mr. Buxtou said his house was about 
75 feet from tho stable, aud his family 
was much annoyed by the odors. 

Mrs. Park said the stable odors were 
very offensive at her house, aud they had 
to keep the windows closed ou account 
of them. 

Mr. H. M. Chase represented the own- 
er of the house, and doubted if the 
board had any jurisdiction under the 
statutes, unless they iuteuded to act 
through the boaid of health. The hear- 
ings by that board bad been postponed 
twice because the complamauts did not 
take the trouble to appear. He read 
affidavits from Dr. Brown, who lived in 
the house to which the stable belonged, 
aud from Dr. Ogden, living near, who as- 
serted that the stable was not a nuisance. 
Tue owner of the stable was an old lady, 
who depended ou the rent for her in- 
come. The stable had been there before 
the other houses were built, and the 
builders knew it was there, hut took tho 
risk of building close to it, aud now they 
come aud ask to have it removed. lie 
thought tho scheme was to have 1‘aik 
place extended to Cabot street, aud the 
stable was iu the liue of the extension. 
Tho cellar was all covered, aud was four 
feet from the side of the stable, and if 
the hoard of health could not detect any 
nuisance, he thought that was good evi- 
dence that there was uoue,

The Monroe Doctrine. 

Alfred C. Cassatt, in the December Forum, ) 

Briefly stated, therefore, the declara- 
tion (>f President Monroe) meant that 
the United States would cousider as 
perilous and unfrieudly to it an attempt 
on the part of the Holy Alliance, en- 
gaged in a crusade against free govern- 
ment, to extend its operations to this 
continent; and that, viewing the attempt 
in such a light, it would net us circum- 
stances should demuid. The meaning 
of the language cannot be extended so as 
to commit tho United States to interfere 
against tho mere acquisition of American 
soil by a European nation through either 
purchase or couqnest. The Holy Alliance 
expired long ago, and its work has been 
undone by the European revolutions 
which have occurred siuco that time. 
Constitutional government is iu the as- 
cendancy to-day iu tho very capitals 
where the schemes of tho Holy Alliance 
were formed, and reaction is hardly 
possible. Absolutism canuot hold its 
own iu the laud of its birth, much less 
extend its power to the Amerioau con- 
tinents. Yet it is only to such an at- 
tempted exteusiou that the Monroe 
doctrine refers. It follows, therefore, 
Lhul the time has passed when that 
doctrine furnishes a guide for the settlo 
mont of any question of foreign policy 
which actually confronts our govern- 
ment.

HABITS OF THE MANATEE. 

A ITurmlsw Monitor That Feed* Under 
Wat or on Gran won. 

The manatee belongs ton mammalian 
order cnllod sirenia, or sorrows, which 
contains only three species — onr maun- 
teo, that of west Africa nnd the dugong 
of Austrnlin. As its clumsy form sug- 
gests, it is nn animal of quiet and even 
sluggish habits, entirely harmless nnd 
easily takon when once its haunts nro 
known. When at home, its food consists 
of tender aquatic plants and grasses, al- 
ways eaten underwater, and its presence 
is generally revealed by the bits of bro- 
ken stems and grass which escapo and 
float to the surfaco abovo where it is 
feeding. 

In captivity it feeds on cabbage, let- 
tuce, tho leaves of the canna, celery 
tops, watercress, spinach, and also cer- 
tain kinds of ocean seaweed. In the St. 
Lucie river its favorito food is n luxuri- 
ant, trailing aquatic grass, called man- 
atee grass, in which tho mniintce finds 
not only good food, but good hiding 
places from its human enemies. 

The bones of this animal are massive, 
solid nnd quito heavy (some hunters 
will tell you its bones are “solid ivory”), 
nnd its skin is as thick nnd tongh ns 
that of a hippopotamus. I have seen 
very good canes made of strips of man- 
atee skin, twisted like n lightning rod 
nnd dried. Its flesh is very good, and, 
to me, it tastes quito like lenn pork. 
Curiously enough, this strange creature 
actually sheds its outer skin every year, 
ns does n serpent. Tho living specimens 
that from time to time have been cap- 
tured and kept for exhibition in Derao- 
rara, Philadelphia, New York and Lou- 
don have iu all cases been of small or 
medium size, vnrying iu length from 4 
to 7 feot. The one which was shown in 
tho Central park menagerie in 1873 was 
0 feot 9 *>< inches iu length nnd weighed 
450 pounds. — W. T. Horuaday iu St. 
Nicholas. 


A FAMOUS MAN’S MOTHER. 

Tliomaa Wentworth IligginHon’n Meant Ifni 
Tribute to II la Mother. 

I trneo to my mother's direct influence 
three leading motives of her youngest 
sou’s life — the love of personal liberty, 
of roligions freedom and of the equnlity 
of tho sexes — writes Thomas Wentworth 
Higginsou iu Tho Ladies’ Home Jour- 
nal. As to the moresubtlo nnd intimnte 
influences, they ordinarily came by con- 
tact, not by preaching. She always 
maintained that the younger children of 
a large family had a much better chance 
for development thau the elder because 
they had more freedom to develop them- 
selves. With her elder children, she al- 
ways said, overconscientiousness almost 
bore her to the earth. She felt person- 
ally responsible for every childish fault. 

She had been reared in the school of 
Locke, which regarded tho human soul 
as blank paper, ou which parents aud 
teachers did all the writing. But her 
children were of strong and varied indi- 
viduality, aud she learned iu time to 
study tho temperament of each nnd bo 
patient with its unfolding. Her whole 
formula of training consisted in these 
three things : To retain tho entire confi- 
dence of the child, to do whatever seem- 
ed wisest and to be patient. Her trust 
in Providence was absolute aud control- 
ling, as was her sense of tho personality 
of tho Deity. 

Most valuable of all her traits to her 
children next to her quality of suushiue 
was probably her absolute rectitude, the 
elevation of her whole tone, tho com- 
plete unworldliness, so thut no child of 
hers ever heard her refer to any stand- 
ard but tho highest. With all this was 
combiued t lie conscientious accuracy in 
affairs, the exquisite nicety iu all house- 
hold details, which belong to the best 
of the traditions of Now England. 


The Contagion of Ideas. 

Affirmation, puro and simple, with- 
out reasouing and without proof, is one 
of tho surest moans of planting an idea 
iu tho popular mind. The more concise 
it is, tho more free from every appear- 
ance of proofs and demonstration, tho 
more authority it has. Tho religious 
books aud tho oodes of all ages lmvo al- 
ways proceeded by simple affirmation. 
Statesmen called upon to defend any 
political canso and manufacturers ad- 
vertising thoir goods know’ what it is 
worth. Yet it has no real influence, ex- 
cept it is constantly repeated and so 
far as possible in the same terms. Na- 
poleon said that repetition was the only 
serious figure in rliotorie. By repetition 
an affirmation is iucrusted iu the minds 
of hearers till they at last accept it as a 
demonstrated truth. What is called the 
current of opiniou is formod, nnd then 
tho potont mechanism of contugiou 
comes iu. Ideas that have reached a cer- 
tain stage, iu fact, possess a contagious 
power as intense as that of microbes. 
Not fear and courage only are coutugi- 
ous. Ideas are, too, ou condition thut 
they are repeated often enough. 

When tho mechanism of coutagiou 
lias begun to work, the idea euters upou 
the phase that leads to success. Opiu- 
iou, which repelled it at first, euds by 
tolerating and then accepting it. Thu 
idea henceforward gains a peuotrnting 
and subtle force which somls it onward, 
while at tho same time creating a sort 
of special atmosphere, a geuerul way of 
thinking. — Popular Science Mouthly.

THE CITY ELECTION. 


The factthatjthero were two candidates 
for Mayor in the field gave unusual in- 
terest to the oity election, and brought 
out the voters in great numbers, so that 
it was quite an old-fashioned affair. Iu 
a general way tho two sides of the city 
each voted for their own representative, 
and the north side won, because it had 
the most voters. One of the greatest 
surprises of the day was the fact that 
Ward Six, tho stronghold of the stillest 
kind of Republicanism, which usually 
asks nothing as to the character of a 
candidate, but only what party label he 
bears, gave a majority of 188 for the Citi- 
zens’ candidate which is certainly the 
most flattering endorsement he could 
have from his neighbors. Ward Five 
gave him 130 majority, but that ward is 
usually reckoued as safe for the Citizens’ 
party. Ward Six has lost its claim to 
being the bauner Republican ward of the 
city, and will now have to dispute honors 
with Ward Three as being the home of 
the Mugwumps. 

Wards One and Seven, which are really 
one ward, gave a very handsome en- 
dorsement to their home candidate, by 
giving Mr. Cobb 418 majority, Ward 
Seven taking the honors of the campaign 
by making its majority 248, Ward Two 
gave Mr. Cobb 108 majority, Ward Three 
120 and Ward Four 70, so that Mr. Cobb 
has the unusual distinction of having 
carried five out of the seven wards in the 
city. 


Roffe will readily admit that Mayor-elect 
Cobb is admirably well-fitted for the 
difficult position he will have to fill, dur- 
ing the carrying out of so many import- 
ant and costly improvements. 


Mr. Arthur Lyman has been elected 
Mayor of Waltham by nearly 850 ma. 
jonty, against B. B. Johnson, the first 
mayor of Waltham. Mr. Lyman was the 
Democratic candidate, but the manner in 
which Mr. Johnson got the nomination, 
and his A. P. A. affiliations, drove a host 
of Republicans over to his rival, and 
party lines were lost sight of. For the 
first time since it became a city, Wal- 
tham bas a Democratic Mayor, and 
another surprise was the vote for no- 
license, which was carried by nearly 100 
majority. This was brought about 
mainly by the Catholic clergymen of the 
city, who appealed to their people to 
vote for no-liceuse. This condition of 
things will make the Newton & Waltham 
cars have very orderly evening trips 
next year. 


Gov. Gkeenhalge’s appointment of 
Mr. E. B. Haskell, to fill the vacancy on 
the Metropolitan Park Commission, 
caused by the death of Col. W. L. Chase, 
is one that will be especially welcome to 
Newton people, as it gives us a represen- 
tative on a commission that has a good 
deal to do with Newton. Heretofore, 
Newton has made no efforts to secure 
any of the public improvements being 
made by the state, but the city improve- 


ment societies woke up to the situation 
Tbe total vote for Mayor was 3,314, j and made a vigorous campaign for Mr. 

Haskell, and a man who is better fitted 


1,120 more than was cast at the city elec- 
tion last year, and only 159 less than 
were cast for governor at the state elec- 
tion last mouth. The vote fell some 
1,600 short of the total registration, how- 
ever, which shows that there are a large 
number of citizens who can not be 
roused to any interest in city affairs. 

There were several surprises iu the 
aldermanic contest, but the feeling in 
favor of the Republican candidate for 
Mayor was sufficient to carry the whole 
ticket through. Alderman Green had 
the largest majority, getting 944 more 
votes than his competitor, and carrying 
every ward and every precinct in the 
city. Mr. James T. Allen carried Wards 
One, Four, Six and Seven, getting 230 
majority and Mr. Noyes carried Wards 
One, Two, Six and Seven, defeating 
Alderman Plummer by only 155 votes. 

For school committee there were no 
contests, the usual fight being omitted 
this year. 

The Councilmauic fights were con- 
fined to Wards One. Three, Four and Six, 
and were decided on local issues without 
much regard to party ties, and it looks 
as though tbe lower braucb would have 
an ud usual number of good men the 
coming year. 


for the position could not easily have 
beeu found in tbe state. There was a 
lively contest for tbe honor from Boston 
and other towns, but the claims of New- 
ton were successful. 


The Boston Post gave alleged pic- 
tures of tbe candidates for Mayor in tbe 
various cities, last Monday. That of 
Mr. Roffe bore some resemblance, but 
who tbe picture supposed to represent 
Mr. Cobb really belonged to, no one bas 
yet discovered. It certainly bore not tbe 
slightest resemblance to the Mayor-elect. 
In this connection we might mention 
that the Graphic has received com- 
pliments from all sides, for having had 
last week, not only the best picture of 
Mr. Cobb, but tbe handsomest campaign 
paper ever printed in NewtoD.

POWER OF THE JAWS. 

Th* Pressure They E*ort In the Mastlcn- 
tton of Menu Food. 

According to tho investigations of Dr. 
G. V. Black, tho muscular strength of 
tho jaws compares favorably with that, 
of any part of tho body. 

To ernsh n piece of steak, according 
to Dr. Black, n bito of 40 to 45 pounds 
is necessnry — that if}, if tho proper ma- 
chine were so rigged that, by seizing a 
double lever between tho jaws, an ob- 
ject conld bo lifted from tho floor, n 40 
pound weight could bo rnisod by tho 
steak. Repeat this effort every timo you 
chow, nnd you .got an idea of how much 
exerciso is required to eat ono’s dinner. 

And what mnkes it harder still is that 
most people habitually uso much more 
force than is necessnry in chewing thoir 
food. For instance, in chewing steak 
whose crushing point is at 40 to 45 
pounds, tho persons tested by Dr. Black 
used a force of 00 to 80 pounds — from 
15 to 40 pounds more than wns neces- 
sary. All this extra forco of course is 
worse than wasted, bnt probably tho 
generality of manhood will keop on 
wasting strength jnst so till a more sys- 
tematic method of eating is adopted. 

But Dr. Black did not confine him- 
self to steak in his experiments. Ho 
tested all kinds of meat and found that 
mutton chops may bo crushed with nu 
expenditure of 25 to 40 pounds of 
strength. Broiled ham and roast beef 
require the grentest amount — 45 to 60 
pounds — while pork chops may bo 
chewed with a forco of 20 to 25 pounds, 
nnd tho choicest parts of cold boiled 
tongue with 3 to 5 pounds. These of 
course aro averages. Tough meat of any 
kind is still harder to crush — for in- 
stance, tough beef und mutton tested by 
Dr. Black required iu some cases a 
crushing force of 90 pounds. 

Tho smallest pressure recorded on Dr. 
Black’s gauge, that of a little girl 7 
years old, was 30 pounds. This was with 
her front teeth, which nre not used for 
tho crushing processes of mastication. 
With tho molars, which do the chewing, 
properly so called, she conld exert a force 
of 65 pounds — quite enough to crush all 
bnt tho toughest pnrts of toughest meats. 
Several persons excooded 100 pounds 
with the front teeth, or incisors, and 
200 with the molars. One man — a phy- 
sician of 85 years — has such strength of 
jaw that it must for the present remain 
a mystery, for it exceeded the testing 
power of tho -instrument. The gauge re- 
gistered only 270 pounds, nnd when this 
remarkable cbewer shut his teeth ou it 
he closed it with no apparent effort. 
How far abovo 270 pounds he could 
have gone is therefore n subject for 
speculation. 

It will be observed that the doctor 
measured only tho force exerted by the 
jaws and not the work done by them. 
This latter is really more important, 
and it remains for some one, perhaps 
tho doctor himself in u second series of 
experiments, to ascertain it. — Buffalo 
Express.

HE HAN AWAY FUOM NONANTUM EIGHT- 
EEN MONTHS AGO. 

•John Boyce, ttged 10, who run away 
from liia homo, Runtio street, Nonantmn, 

A year ago last April, has returnei homo. 
During his absence much has happened 
in his family, of which ho had heard 
nothing during his wanderings. The 
principal event was the death of liis 
father. 

Young Boyce was a member of the 
Newton Hieh school when he left his 
home. He says lie ran away because ho 
had a desire to aee the world, liis 
mother says ho left home because he 
played truant from Reboot and his father 
told him he must either go to school or 
go to work. The younir man has had 
plenty of adventures and hardship dur- 
ing his eighteen months of travel and lias 
seen all he cares to of the world. 

To a reporter he said that he left New- 
ton and made his way to Now Bedford, 
where he worked about too wharves

He returned to Antwerp, and remained 
in that place a few weeks, again shipping 
on a similar voyage. 

He next took two more voyages to the 
Mediterranean. About this time he be- 
came homesick and wanted to see his 
own country again, aud on the return of 
his ship to Antwerp, he signed again on 
the Red Star line for New York. 

On his arrival at Autwerp he made up 
his mind that on his next trip to New 
York he would go home. This resolve 
he kept, aud when the ship touched 
New York he bade eoodby to his sea- 
mates and started for his home in New- 
ton. 

Arriviug in this city be started to walk 
home. He saw his younger brother 
playing in the yard and spoke to him. 
The lad hardly recognized his big 
brother, but finally realized that his 
long-lost brother had come back. The 
door was opened by Mrs. Boyce, who at 
first did not recognize the tall young 
stranger standing in the doorway. 1c 
was only for a brief moment, and then 
mother and son were elapsed in each 
other’s arms. Young Boyce’s first in- 
quiry was for bis father, to which his 
mother, with averted face, replied that 
he was dead.

President Bliss of the Boston and Al- 
bany railroad is quoted as saying iu re- 
spect to a report that the New Haven 
system might acquire the road : “They 
can talk with us if they have $75,000,000 
cash— nothing less.” Aslhe Albany has 
only $25,100,000 of stock outstanding, this 
would indicate that about $.300 a share is 
deemed a proper price for the property. 
The market price is about $208 a share, 
and the road, it is safe to say, will never 
pay a higher than Hie present 8 per cent 
dividend rate. It is worth remarking, by 
the way, that there is not to-day another 
railroad stock in the country, in the lists 
of iudependeutly-raanaged roads whose 
shares are currently quoted, valued at so 
high a price as the Boston ifc Albany 
stock. There are two roads In New Eng- 
land — the Connecticut River and Bostou 
and Providence— whose shares aie quoted 
higher, but these are leased roads, whose 
stock enjoys aspeoific guaranty. This is 
a pretty good record for a “bottled-up” 
road.

FOUND IN PORTLAND. 


EDWIN A. ELDER SHOOTS HIMSELF AT 
THE PREBLE HOUSE L^WHAT CITY. 


Edwin A. Elder, who disappeared 
mysteriously from his home in West 
Newtou, last Saturday, shot himself at 
the Preble House in Portlaud, Wednes- 
day, where he had been staying since 
Sunday morning. He had registered at 
John Vose, New York, aud scarcely left 
the hotel duriog his stay, although ho 
had relatives in that city. He had no 
baggage aud Wednesday the proprietor 
sent word to his room, that be waDted 
to see him. Elder opened the door aud 
told the boy he would be dowu directly, 
but as he did not come, the proprietor 
went to his room aud found the door 
locked. As they received no reply, aud 
heard a sound like the breathing of some 
one iu distress the door was foiced. 

Elder lay across the bed, a revolver 
stiil clasped in his right baud, and with 
the bed clothes wound about his head. 
He had fired five shots iu rapid succes- 
sion, each Ukiug effect behind the ear, 
and two entering the brain. Ho was un 
conscious, aud was bieathiug with diffi- 
culty. 

Dr. Thayer was called, and by his di- 
rection Elder was removed to the Mtiue 
general hospital. 

Deputy Marshal Sterling took posses- 
sion of liis effects aud made a thorough 
search tor papers. In a pocket of Elder’s 
overcoat he found a loug, uarrow strip of 
blown wrapping paper, on which he had 
writ eu his last letter, as follows: 

“Dear Folks— It you ever get this I 
suppose it will find you much mystified 
as to what has become of me, but dou’t 
let it trouble you. You have done with- 
out me for six years and you’ll soon get 
used to it again. Don’t any of you think 
that auvthiug you have said or done has 
to do with my going; my mind was made 
up some time ago. What money I had 
my traveling expenses will partly

He was 23 years old, and graduated 
from the Newtou high school iu 1880, 
aud receiving un appointment to the l^. 
tj. Naval Academy at Annapolis, re- 
mained there till a year ago, when lie 
returned li nue aud entered the Institute 
of Technology. 

He was a young man of quiet, studious 
habits, and spent most of bis time iu his 
home. He was a student of unusual 
promise, and stood bign iu liis classes at 
the Institute, but had beeti iu poor 
health of lau*. He left home last Satur- 
day morning to % isi t relatives iu New- 
touville, aud had not been heard from 
until the uews came of his attempted 
suicide. liis father is receiving teller of 
the Revere bank, Bostou. aud lives ou 
Winthrop stieet. West Newton. 

Hu died at the hospital at 9.80 o’clock 
yesterday morning, without regaining 
consciousness. The body was delivered 
to his father aud will be brought to his 
home.

Some Royal Crowia. 

The crowns of Spain, Portugal and 
Poland are all three of tlio same form, 
aud are described by Colonel Parsons iu 
his “Genealogical Tables of Europe” as 
“ducal coronets heightened up with 
eight arched diadems supporting a 
mound, ensigned with a plain gold 
cross.” The crowns of Denmark and 
Sweden are of almost similar shape, 
consisting of the eight arched diadems, 
rising from a marquis’ coronet (a circle 
of gold bordered with ermine, set round 
with four strawberry leaves and as 
many pearls on pyrumidioal points of 
equal height, alternate), which conjoin 
at the top under a mound ensigned with 
a cross botouuee. The kings of most 
other continental countries aro crowned 
with circles of gold, adorned with pre- 
cious stones aud heightened up with 
large “trefoils,” and closed by four, six 
or eight diadems supporting a mound 
surmounted by u cross. The trefoil upon 
the crown is thought to be of Gothic in- 
troduction. 

Wo find it upon the coins of Clovis 
and his sons, which has induced anti- 
quaries to cull it the “flower de luce” 
(the lily of Franco represented in gold 
on a blue ground), but, tho fact is, these 
trefoils were usecion Constautiuopolitan 
crowns before the time of tho Franks, 
aud afterward ou those of German 
princes in no way allied to Churle- 
mugue. Aubrey, a celebrated authority 
upon heraldry, was of opinion that the 
flower de luce is really nothing more 
than a spearhead adorned, no flower of 
the lily kind having tho middle part 
solid. The sultan of Turkey bears over 
his arms a turban, enriched with pearls 
and diamonds, under two coronets, the 
first of which is made of pyrumidical 
points, heightened up with large pearls, 
aud the uppermost is surmounted with 
crescents. — Chambers’ Journal.

HUNNEWELL HILL IMPROVEMENTS 


PROJECTS INDORSED 1IY A NEWTON CI.l’B 
LAST FRIDAY EVENING- WARD 7*S 
NEEDS OUTLINED BY SPEAKERS. 


Au important meeting of the Huune* 
well Hill Improvement Society was held 
in tho Huunewell Hill Clubhouse lust 
Friday eveniug. 

Pres. Walter U. Lawson was in tho 
ohair, and many prominent residents of 
Ward 7 were present. 

- Resolutions were adopted urgiug on 
the oily council the advisability of oo- 
operating with the metropolitan park 
commission in piesetving the hauks o 
the Charles River, and calling upon it to 
graut uo more permits for the erection 
of factory buildings on the route of the 
proposed Charles River boulevard. 

The general plan of the park commis- 
sion for a boulevard aloug the hanks of 
the Charles River was approved, and 
resolutions were adopted calliug upon 
the legislature to provide funds lor the 
extension of the boulevard system 
through Newtou. 

Another resolution wus unanimously 
adopted requesting the governor to ap- 
point a Newtou muu to All tho vucnucy 
ou the metropolitan park commission, in 
view of Nowtou’s great interests iu the 
moposud extension of the Charles River 
boulevard. 

Tho proposed petition to the officials 
of tho Boston A- Albany railroad, request- 
ing the equipment of tho circuit division 
with eleotrioity.was considered at length 
an -.1 finally tabled. 

A petition was drawu up for circula- 
tion among residents of the Huunewell 
Hill district asking the railroad oflieials 
to build a new station ou the main line 
of the B. A A. railroad belwoeu tho sta- 
tions at Fuueuil and Newtou, for tho 
better aooomuiodutlou of residents of 
Ward 7. 


Dr. Deforest on .Japan. 

Last Sunday evening at the Auburn- 
dale Congregational chapel n very in- 
teresting discournc was given on .lapAti 
by Kov. Horace F. Dutton and Dr. J. II. 
DeForest. 

Dr. DeForest is a keen observer of tho 
people nmotig whom ho haa lived many 
jours, and says that the recent devt lop- 
ment of the Japanese is wonderful. It 
is stamped upon their very language. 
New words are being introduced with 
grent rapidity, aud the change lias been 
go great since the opening of the coun- 
try to foreigners by Commodore Perry 
til at Dr. DeForest says that if a Japanese 
of that time could hear the debates to- 
day in the Japanese Parliament, he 
would not he able to understand tho 
language, so many new words and 
phrases have been introduced. The 
people are full of new ideas. They are 
ebsorbing many things from the outside 
world which have been wholly unknowu 
to tho Japanese hitherto, and there ate 
no words in their language for them. 
Their vocabulary is being greatly en- 
riched by words to express now distic- 
tions which the Japanese have never 
made before now in their thinking. Be- 
fore the coming of the missionaries they 
had one common word tor the ideas 
which we express by “sin” and "crime.” 
Tho story is told of an impulsive Eng- 
lish mission woman, in conversation 
with a Japanese woman of high social 
position, who assured the latter that she 
was a “sinner.” To the Japanese mind 
this was identical with being told that 
she was a “criminal.” Good-humored 
surprise and a well-bred denial were the 
answor. And that very failure in the 
Japanese vocabulary has been the cause 
of the same mistake by other mission- 
aries, who have thus been made to seem 
anything but complimentary to the 
people they were trying to reach. 

Tho industrial development of .Japan, 
says Dr. DeForest, has been remarkable. 
When lie went to Osaka there were only 
two tall chimneys to be seen in the entire 
city, aud those had been recently erected 
by foreign enterprise. But now the old 
ceutral portion is entirely surrounded by 
a oircle of tall cbimueys where many 
kinds of manulacturing are being carried 
ou. The Japanese all over the couutry 
are taking up these enterprises rapidly, 
and are now supplying European anti 
American markets, It is very likely that 
our toothbrushes come from Oialca. 
Some of them have European marks 
upon them to eouceal tiie real place of 
their manufacture, while others have 
“Osaka” in Japanese characters, which, 
of course, wiil not be recognized by 
American buyers, 

At the same time with this sudden 
jump forward iuto international promi- 
nence and with the establishment of 
many manufacturing enterprises, has oc- 
curred a great increase in population. 
Since the opening of the empiro to out- 
side uatious the population lias gaiued 
from AO, 000, 000 to over 40,000,000, or 
much more than in any other equal 
period. Dr. DeForest says that this is 
due mainly to the vast improvement in 
caring for human life, especially in the 
treatment of little children. Formerly 
they were carried oft by thousands year- 
ly by smallpox which was Constantly 
prevalent among the people. The intro- 
duction of vaccination and of bc'iter 
medical science has saved millions of 
lives which would otherwise have been 
lost. The practice of infanticide has 
been materially checked, hut the chief 
cause of the gain is in better medical 
treatment. The Japauese are very sub- 
ject to consumption and the tendency to 
the disease is increased by their habit of 
si’tiug upon the floor with the shoulders 
crouched over, so that the lungs are 
much contracted. 

In contrast with Japan, China lies as 
an immense unorganized mass, and 
would doubtless be carved up among the 
great European powers if it were uot for 
their mutual jealousy. Yet there are 
qualities of the Chinese nature which 
are strong and valuable. The people 
are possessed of much more positiveness 
of character than the people of India 
who have been brought under the rule 
of Euglaud. Dr. DeForest believes that 
it is a critical epoch for China, aud that 
it is possible for her to take such a start 
iu civilization as will make her one of 
the great national factors of tho world.

Ethics of Parly Loyally.

Wheu we elect party representatives 
pledged to* a certain liue of political 
action, and then tail to secure the reme- 
dial legislation which has been called fur 
in plain terms by a large magority of the 
voters, we are inclined either to throfw 
up our hands iu discouragement, or to 
tire our lungs iu the indiscriminate de- 
nunciation of leaders and parties. We 
fail to distinguish, and we lose sight of 
the fact, that for waut of a responsible 
and controlling lender, and of a paity 
organization in touoh with and directly 
responsible to the voters, the business of 
politics is sure to fall iuto the hands of 
tho irresponsible boss; and a little dis- 
cernment would show that his very irre- 
sponsibility is bound sootier or later to 
influence him to the selection of meu 
who grow more aud more subservient, 
and to the adoptiou of methods which 
become more uud more corrupt. The 
gr »at mass of respectable aud upright 
men vote their stiaight party ticket uiue 
times out of teu; and think they are do- 
ing their full duty as independent citi- 
zens. aud emphasiziug'their devotion to 
consciuuce and principle, by bolting au 
unlit nomination once iu ten yeurs. The 
trouble is that they do uot exercise 
enough freedom from party ties them- 
selves, aud do uot insist upon greater 
loyalty to party from those who are in 
active publio life as politicians uud party 
muu. Upou these latter t lie most strict 
political obligation ought to he laid. 
They make up that very small miuority 
ou euch side who in. mage the mac Uiue ry 
of politics, select the caudidutes, uiue 
times out of teu, or are themselves named 
for public oflioe. If the claims of party 
rested lightly upeu the great mass of 
citizens aud voters, so that the tudepou 
dent shifting voto became a larger aud 
more uucertuin factor year liy year, 
while meu iu public life were held to a 
much closer rule of party loyally, uot 
ouly would political mauugers he forced 
to put the best tueu iu uomiuatiou, ami 
to declare their purposes uud pledges iu 
plain terms, but the representative wheu 
elected would feel behind him tho eu- 
oourugomeut aud hacking us well us the 
warning uud romiudor of a powerful aud 
effective publio opluiou. Theu loyally 
to party aud to leadership would he 
rightly lusiated upou as a couditiou of 
coutiuuauuo iu public life. 


ABOUT SHIPS’ BELLS. * 

A LANGUAGE MORE EXTENSIVE THAN j 
LANDSMEN SUPPOSE. 

|n Addition to Annonnclriff th* Time 1* «■ 

Bells Are Used For Making Certain SIr- 

nnl* Formality on Board a Naval Ten- 

net at Eight Bell*. 

Tho language of a ship’s bell, po sig- 
nificant to a Hnilor man, is fnll of mys- 
tery for tho average landlubber, and 
Most of tho visitors to n warship leave 
tho Bhip ns ignorant of the menuing of 
the bell signals as when they went 
abonrd. 

Commander Rockwell, U. S. N., has 
given some information on the subject 
which will be interesting to the thou- 
sands who have visited Uncle Sam’s 
ships. 

“As bnnting is tho medinrn through 
which n ship ordinarily communicates 
with the outside world, M he snys, “so 
the bell is that through which she ad- 
dresses herself to thoso aboard, and 
which in all the navios of tho world 
rings forth tho hours, summons to wor- 
ship and peals the danger signals. 

“Every landsman has probably learn- 
ed and forgotten the method of striking 
the hour aboard ship, but tho dullest 
may make suro of this knowledge for 
the rest of his life by getting two or 
three things clear in his head. The 
nautical day begins and ends at noon, 
when eight bells is struck. The bell is 
struck half hourly day and night, one 
stroke being added for every half hour, 
until eight is reached, when the count 
begins again at one bell. 

“Thus the lionrs are indicated in every 
navy of the civilized world, except the 
British. Hero there is a curious devia- 
tion from the ordinary naval method of 
indicating the hour. 

“In the matter of tho boll there is in 
the United States navy a routine long es- 
tablished by precedent. The bell, usu- 
ally n small affair, of rather high, light 
tone, hangs either just forward or just 
abaft of the foremast, on or under the 
forecastle. The captain’s orderly keeps 
the time and reports to tho officer of the 
deck the hour in terms of bells. The offi- 
cer of the deck thou bids tho messenger 
of the watch to strike the belL 

“There is somewhat more formality 
at eight bells than at other times, for 
then the hour is reported to the captain, 
and the hell is not struck until he has 
said, ‘Make it so. ’ 

“Here is the routine at 8 a. m.: The 
orderly says to the officer of the deck, 
‘Eight bells, sir. ’ Tho officer of the deck 
replies, ‘Report to the captain eight 
bells and chronometers wound, sir. ’ The 
orderly then goes to the captain and 
says, ‘Eight bells aud chronometers 
wound, sir.’ The captain, if he be so 
minded, replies: ‘Very well. Make it 
so.’ The orderly returns to the officer of 
the deck aud says, ‘Make it so. ’ The 
officer of the deck snys to the messenger 
of the watch, ‘Strike eight bells,’ aud 
if everybody lias been prompt the mes- 
senger strikes eight bells at exactly 8 
a. in. 

“Nobody knows whether it would be 
eight bells if the dignified captniu should 
take it into his head to withhold his 
majestic ‘Make it so,' for an American 
naval captain is so powerful a person 
aboard ship and routine has so powerful 
a hold on the navy that perhaps the 
oaptain, if so minded, might put the 
nautical day out of joint. 

“When ships are cruising iu squadron, 
the entire fleet, lying iu port, awaits 
the flagship’s bells. Ou all the other 
ships the messenger stands by the bell, 
clapper iu hand, and as soon as tho hell 
has sounded the bells throughout the 
fleet are sounded. Lying, as they nre, 
quite close together, the effect is interest- 
ing aud agreeable. 

“The flagship also gives out the time 
to the other vessels every morning. 
Shortly before seven bells, at 7 :30 
o’clock a. m. , a time signal is displayed 
j by tho flagship. At exactly 7 :30 this 
! signal drops, the clocks ou all the ships 
are set, ami seven bells is struck through- 
I out the fleet. 

“The ship’s boll servos not ouly to in- 
I dicato tho hours, but to signal a variety 
of other things. Wheu the ship carries 
I a chaplain, tho bell is tolled for service 
ou Sunday morning. Tho boll, however, 
j is not tolled at funerals. With a nice 
I sense of propriety the navy regulations 
i provide for tho mere passing of the 
word, ‘All hands bury the dead. ’ In all 
matters pertaining to doath tho navy is 
j distinguished for delicacy and a touch of 
! old fashioned sentiment, to be expected 
; of men who, iu theory at least, are sup- 
posed to be risking tlioir lives iu the 
I service of others. 

“Tho boll is also the fire signal. When 
; n fire is discovered aboard ship, the bell 
; is rung rapidly, and the ship’s company 
i responds with tho proper appliances for 
; putting out the lire. Wheu a ship is iu 
I action, however, the bell is not used as 
I a fire signal, lest the knowledge that 
there is a Are aboard ship throw the crew 
iuto puuic uud distract them from their 
business of lighting. A lire during ac- 
tion is reported to the captain, and ho 
details officers aud men to tho duty of 
putting out the blaze. 

“The ship’s bell is employed iu all 
the navies, except the Turkish, as a fog 
siguul. When a ship lies at anchor in a 
fog the bell is kept going with strokes 
iu sets of three, separated by a short in- 
terval. The Turks, who have a distrust 
of bells, use (hums for this purpose. 

“The provisions of the United States 
navy make it impossible that the various 
kiguals of the bells shall be confused 
ono with another. The tolling for 
church, single strokes, separated by a 
single interval, cannot he mistakeu for 
tho rapid uud irregular lire alarm, uor 
ouu either of those be confused with the 
triple fog signal. The half hour signals 
are different from either of these. They 
nre sounded iu pairs, with a short in- 
terval. If ou odd number is to hesouud- 
ed the single stroke oomos last.” — Bos- 
ton Globe.

FINAL AGREEMENT FOR DEPRESSION OF 
THE TRACKS— CHANGES RECOMMENDED 
IN THE CITY CHARTER— DOGS IN WARDS 
ONE AND SEVEN ORDERED MUZZLED- 
OTHER BUSINESS. 

Monday afternoon at 8 o’clock at City 
Hall, was held a special meeting of the 
board of aldermen, M tyor Bothfeld pre- 
siding, for the purpose of considering ! 
changes relative to the city charter, and 
a bill relative to grade crossings on the 
B. A. R. R. Preceding this, however, 
came the usual budget of routine busi- 
ness which was as follows: 

PETITIONS 

were received from Theodore Tiow 
bridge and C. Dickinson for licenses for 
auctioneers, granted; from the tele- j 
phone company for permission to attach 
its wires to the gas comp toy's poles on 
Windsor road, hearing beiug for Dec. 28; 
from the telephone company for permis- 
sion to erect poles on Grove street near 
Woodland road, hearing set for Dec. 28; 
from Mrs. Walter Fisher for a license to 
maiulaiu an intelligence office, granted; 
from J. F. Hodi-dim and others that he j 
be granted a license for a bowling alley 
and oue billiard and pool table, granted. 


were passed that the sum of $2000 bo 
added to the appropriation for miscella- 
neous expenses; that $800 be added to 
the police appropriation, to provide for 
the increased pay of sergeants; that $800 
be appropriated for the office expenses of 
the city solicitor; that ihe city treasurer 
dispose of one note of $1800 at 4 per cent, 
to run 30 years from Dec. 2, 1805; that 
the treasurer dispose of one note of 
$32,000, to run 30 years at 4 per ceut.from 
Dec. 2, 1805; that the treasurer issue oue 
note for $20,000, to run 30 years, from 
Dec, 2/ 1805, at 4 per cent.; that all pre- 
miums on these bonds be added to the

sidewalks by his premises be reduced to 
$08.04; that a hearing be given Dec. 30, 
and that E. W. Red path and others bo 
notified of the intention of the city to lay 
out that part of Highland avenuo known 
as Alpiue street; that tbe city pur- 
chase the lot of J. B. Schofield’s at the 
corner of Washington and Ediuboro 
streets; that the sum of $500 be added to 
the appropriation for election expeuses; 
that tbe treasurer pay the sum of $1230 
to the firm of Walker & Pratt, for the 
placing of veutilators on the various 
schools; that petition 19274 of J. Wesley 
Kimball and others be referred to tbe 
finance committee; that all dogs in Wards 
1 and 7 bo kept muzzled or restrained 
for the next four months; that tbe mayor 
be authorized to execute an agreement 
relative to the abolishing of grade cross- 
ings on tbe B. & A. R. R. 


were received from the liceuse commit- 
tee recommending that the petition of 
H. P. Deirborn for permission to move a 
baru from tbe Adams estate across 
Washington street to the Barlow estate, 
be referred back to the board, and a 
bearing set for Dec. 16; from the high- 
way committee recommending that that 
portion of Higblaud avenue known as 
Alpine street belaid out ami graded, and 
that a hearing be given Dec. 30; from tbe 
committee ou the city charter as follows; 
Some months have been consumed by 
tbe committee iu what they believe has 
been a careful study of tbe preseut 
charter, that they might note its defects, 
aud if possible suggest “a more excellent 
way” to manage the alfairs of a large 
aud growing municipality like the city ot 
Newton. No hasty conclusions have 
been formed, aud the practical experi- 
ence of the members of both boards, has 
been of value in enabling us to arrive at 
the result. 

It has not been deemed advisable to 
abolish tbe common council aud substi- 
tute therefor a single board. This mat- 
ter was carefully weighed, the reasons 
for and against fully cousi luted, aud the 
conclusion arrived at. 

What tu.iy be considered the most 
radical suggestion of the committee is 
the creation of departments for the 
executive aud administrative details of 
tbe highways, sewers, water works, 
public buildings, parks, etc., making the 
heads responsible to the mayor, to him 
alone, tor the faithful peilortuauce of 
their several duties. 

This contemplates makiug tho eitv 
council a legislative and not an executive 
body, » provision which would seem to 
commend itself to auyone who has any- 
thing to do with city affairs. 

The term of service for both mayor 
aud members of the two boards has been 
lengthened to two years, and provision is 
made that one half of each board shall 
be elected annually, thus securing a con- 
tiiiuous body iu each branch. 

The president of the board of aldermen 
is made the presiding officer of tbu 
body, thus relieving the mayor of much 
routine work, leaving him free to pass 
judicially ou ult orders that may come 
before him, to execute nr veto them, as 
he may deem wise. These with some 
minor items, constitute die changes 
which your committee have made iu the 
present charter, aud we trust will com- 
mend themselves to your judguieut. A 
copy of tho proposed charter was submit- 
ted. 

Thu city council is to be made distinct- 
ly a legislative body, and is to be de- 
prived of all its present semi-executive 
functions. 

The highway, water, public buildiugs, 
inspection of buildiugs, sewer, paiks aud 
squ ires departments are to be created. 
Tho city marshal is to be made police 
commissioner, aud the chief of the tiro 
department is to he given also tho title 
of fire commissioner. 

Tho heads of all these departments are 
to be made lesponsible to tbe mayor 
alone, and will not be directed, as at 
present, by committees of the city coun- 
cil. They will be held strictly to ac- 
count for the management of their de- 
partments aud for t lie execution of the 
orders of the city council. 

Tho superintendent of streets is to ex 
ererse the functions of the present board 
of highway surveyors. Tho police com- 
missioner will have his authority consid- 
erably augmented, while the mayor will 
lose his title of chief of police. The 
commissioner will nominate officers tor 
appointment, and will have full cou’.tol 
of the discipline ui the force. 

The power of removing the heads of

AGREEMENT WITH THE BOSTON A AI.13 AN Y j 
RAILROAD. 

1 Whereas the mayor and aldermen of | 
the city of Newton have heretofore filed I 
their petition for the alteration of cross- 
ings of ways and tho B. A. railroad in said 
Newton and »aid petition Is now pending 
in the superior court of the County of 
Middlesex and numbered 4217 on the 
docket and extensive alterations are con- 
templated in accordance with a plan en- 
titUd “Plans and profiles for the aboil 
tiou of grade crossings in the city of 
Newton, etc.” 

Now, therefore, this memorandum of 
agreement made this iiiuth of December, 
1895, between the city of Newtou and 
the Boston A Albany railroad witnesseib, 
that it is mutually agreed by said city 
aud said company as follows: That as 
to tbe bridge which is to carry Common- 
wealth avenue across the railioad at tho 
location of tho present crossing of Rowe 
street the city will in addition to its pro- 
portion imposed by I nv, bear and pay to 
the company the diffeteuco between the 
cost, iucludiog abutments and super- 
structure of a bridge forty foot in width, 
and the cost, including abutments and 
super structure of the bridge seventy 
feet in width. 

That upon demand the city will convey 
to the company certain parcels of land 
for the sura of $65,992 to be paid to said 
company. 

Alteration of tho roadbed will begin 
at the six-mile post, just outside of 
F.iueuil. From this point to the estate 
of Haunali E. Pierson at the lower end of 
Nonantum street, Newton, the roadbed 
will be depressed, in its present location, 
from zero to five or six feet. Here it 
begius to be moved toward tbe north, 

Tho estate of John Modgley will mark 
tho beginniug of tbe first cuts ninth- 
ward. The eastern extremity of his 
estate will be cut into a poiut 43 feet dis- 
tant from tbe centre of the track system. 
This cut of 43 teet will widen to 45 feet, 
and thou to 80 feet through the estate of 
Auna L, Parker, until St. James street 
is reached. There is at present a bridge 
at St. James streer, and there will be no 
change of importance here except chaugo 
in position of tbe bridge. 

Proceeding west, we arrive at Wash- 
ington street, uow a grade crossing, 
wlieYe the first of the proposed new 
bridges will be located, Washington 
street at this poiut will be 85 feet wide, 
there being only a slight enoroachment 
on tbe abutting estates. From this 
point on to Ceutre street the northerly 
estates will be cut into for a distance 
about equal to tbe width of tbe four 
tracks, aud at Ceutre street the second 
of the principal bridges will be erected. 
Tbe grade crossing here is a bad one. 
Many people aud conveyances pass over 
it daily. It is next to tbe Newton sta- 
tion. Directly opposite the station the 
north side line of the railroad will be 
carried 15 feet outward from tbe pres 
ent, cutting out strips of land from the 
seven estates betweeu Centre street aud 
Ceutre place. Washington street here 
runs parallel to the railroad on tbe uorth. 
The proposed street widening will cut 35 
ieet iuto the north ends of these seven 
estates. 

The third bridge will be at Centre 
place, aud will be smaller than the one 
at Washington street, the traffic over it 
not beiug so great. From this point on 
for a long distauco the improvements 
contemplate the removal of all houses 
on the north side of the tracks, effecting 
a complete chauge of this territory. 
The estates affected are those of Anna 
H. Maher, Roxanua C. Fuller, Mrs. 
Mary H. Rice, K. T. Flood, David Hunt, 
Margaret Atkins, Mary Siever, Corne- 
lius Horrigan, Nettip F Howe, Eldridge 
Goddard, Audrow J. Fiske, (assignee), 
Ellen Sullivuu, Charlotte A. Graves, 
Susan A. Shaw, Michael Carroll, Julius 
C. Sweeuey, Mary Toomey aud Charles 
Toomey heirs, aud all the laud of the 
Boston «fc Albany Railroad Company at 
tbe foot of Cburcb street. Washington 
street will claim about half of these 
estates, aud tbe railroad tbe remainder. 
Tbe line between will be tbe grassy 
s ope. 

Tbe fourth bridge will be located on 
Richardson street, where uow there is no 
crossing. The highway will pass from 
Richardson street tbrohgh to Washing- 
ton at a poiut directly opposite tlovey 
street, destroying the property of Audrew 
J. Fiske (Assiguee.) The removal of 
most of these houses is uow under way, 
or soon will be. The city prefers to buy 
up tbe small triangle between tbe road 
aud Washington street, in order to pre- 
vent tbe buikliug of small, unsightly 
structures which the uarrowness of the 
territory alone would permit. 

Tbe fifth bridge will bo located at 
Church street. The property uorth of 
the railroad from this poiut ou to the 
estate of Sarah D. Gilbert is owned by 
tbe railway company, and the proposed 
widening of the road will allow for u 
continuance of tbe grassy slope. Tbe 
Gilbert estate aud that of Lewis 10. Coffin 
will be occupied entirely by the highway 
aud railroad till Bellevue street U 
reached, A bridge now at this poiut 
will be abolished. Travel, which is pass- 
ing at this place, will be provided for by 
turuiug Bellevue street to tbu east ou tbe 
edge of the hill, and ruuuiug it into 
Church street, near the crossing. There 
will be steps from Bellevue street, down 
to a walk ou the west side, which will 
lead to the Lewis terrace bridge. 

The sixth bridge will he at Lewis ter- 
race, where uow no crossing exists. 
Laundry brook will be crossed as at 
present, with the viaduct moved north- 
ward. The laud betweeu tbe tracks aud 
Washington street through here is owned 
by the railroad company. Washington 
street curves in so as to meet the railroad 
at Court streei, and here another grassy 
slope will begin. 

At Harvard street the seventh bridge 
will be encountered. There is a crossing 
uow at ibis poiut. 

Approaching the Newtouvillo depot, 
we uote changes that will sweep out all 
the buildings north of the tracks from 
the point opposite Beach street clear to 
the Walnut street crossing and beyond. 
Beginning at the east, the estates in- 
volved are those of Frank Joyal, Alonzo 
Lougee, Mary Huirigau, Mary C. .Smith, 
Eineliue Webb. William Saigent heirs, 
Charles Jordan, William Clafiiu, Louise 
A. Lmsiiig heirs, aud Oliver B. Leavitt. 
The centre of the roadbed will be i few 
teet uorth of the present track No. 1, aud 
the only obstruction to the eye between 
tbe trucks aud Washington street will bo 
a giassy slope. 

The bridge at Waluut street will do 
away with tbe most dangerous crossing 
of all. The danger now consists in the 
fact that the abutting buildings are close 
to tho tracks at a slight curve, aud it is 
impossible to see a traiu coming from 
Boston until it is almost opposite tire 
Newtouvillo depot. There is also a large 
i ravel over this crossing. Ou the north 
side of the crossing is a square, where 
are stores aud the postotlice, the centre 
oi pilgrimage for hundreds of people. 

From Waluut street to Lowell street, 
the alterations will remove all the build- 


ings north of the tracks. Houses nud 
other buildings will be moved ftom the 
estates of the Newton Real Estate As- 
sociates, and the estates of Willard ,S. 
Higgins, Theodore C. Nickerson, Louise 
J. Sisson, Samuel Adams. Manly S. 
Hodgson, Mary A. Gaudelet, Russell J. 
Taiker, Miry E. Parker, Charles H. 
Pierce and Kliz.i Biigham heirs. The 
Itttd occupied now by tlieso buildings 
will bo about equally divided between the 
city aud the railroad, permitting of the 
construction of the same grassy slope on 
both sides of the track. Tho centre line 
of the tracks continues to bo ab mtat tho 
outer rail of what is now track No. 1. 

I'ht- ninth bridge will he encountered 
at Appleton street. There is no crossing 
now at this poin\ and the bridge will 
permit of travel from Appleton street 
into Washingion and Lowell streets, 
making an important connecting link be- 
tween tlieso streets and Austin street, 
south of the Macks. 

One thousand feet farther on the 10th 
bridgo will bo Incited, at Mt. Vernon 
street. Tho estates of Francis F. Rams- 
doll, Williim Clafiiu and Catherine L. 
Sbnley will be involved in this change, 
and laud owned by the city of Newton 
adjoining that of Frauds Harringtou 
(trustee) will be cut into. The new 
Allstou street bridge, supplemented by a 
street which will bo cut through tho 
Francis Ilarriug on estate to Washington 
street, will open up travel from Mt. 
Vernon street ou the south. 

The land owned by Francis Harrington 
(•rustee), west of this place, will also bo 
cut iDto, and at a poiut opposite Eddy 
street tbe road and the avenue again 
merge. For 1400 feet farther on tho 
nveuue and railroad will run close to- 
gether, ouly tho slope separating them. 
The city seizes land north of Washing- 
ton street through all (his distance in 
order to get the required width. There 
is now a small crossing at Greenwood 
uveuue which will boj wiped out. 
Washington street from this point on 
swerves toward the northwest, leaving 
tho railroad. 

The 1 1 tli bridgo will bo located at Fol- 
ton street. This will connect Hillsido 
avenue and Butler street with Washing- 
ton street. Land is taken from tbe es- 
tato of Oliver R. Feltou to permit of 
this. 

P issing on to tbe north, the road takes 
land owned by Henry G. Bolton and Wil- 
liam II. Mague. Tho latter has a stablo 
uear it 200 feet long, uow abutting close 
to tho tracks. This will be moved back. 

At Chestnut street tbe 12th bridge will 
be erected. There is a gr ide crossing 
there now, nud it is one of tho half-dozeu 
most dangerous in the city. The road- 
bed will be dropped 12 feet, aud there 
will be no chango iu the location of tbe 
track, tbe present ceutre being main- 
tained. The tracks from this poiut on 
will remain in the same lateral position 
as they are uow. 

At Highland street, tho 13th bridge 
will be built. The grade crossing at 
this point uow is at the foot of a hill. 
From here on to a point 1000 feet west, 
where Washington street recrosses the 
tracks, the estates of the West Newtou 
English and classical high school, Luoy 
E. Leonard, Susan D. Crockett, Johu F. 
Park, Mary E. Fuller, Charles A. Cole 
aud Alice M. Bussey will bo encroached 
upon. Most of this land is now vaoant. 
The chauges necessitate only removals 
of small buildings on the school proper- 
ty nnd tbe laud of Charles A. Cole. The 
north side of the Hue of tbe railroad will 
be on an average 50 feet north of the 
present ceutre of tbe tracks. 

The 14th bridge will be built over tbe 
tracks at Putnam street, 'T^iore now 
there is no crossiug. This will couuect 
West Newton bill with Waltham travel, 
and will be appreciated much by resi- 
dents of the hill, who have worked hard 
to get a bridge located t^re. It does 
not appear ou the pl.ius in the eugineei’H 
office at Newton City Hall, but tho rail- 
road has agreed to it. 

The 15th bridge at Washington street, 
where now there is au important cross- 
ing, will be a big oue. The grade at 
this point begius to drop toward Au 
burudale, aud an excavation to a depth 
of about 10 feet will be required. Only 
a slight encroachment of properties to 
the north between Washington street 
and Cheesecake brook is necessary. The 
grade will be reduced gradually until a 
point just west of Cresceut street, op- 
posite tbe property of Aim Cole, where 
the present level is struck. The roadbed 
will not be disturbed west of tbis poiut. 

Continuing farther west, it is proposed 
to erect a new bridge at Commonwealth 
avenue, cuttiug iuto the estate of George 
W. Kimball heirs. Commonwealth 
avenue at this point will be 120 feet 
widtj — a double roadway, with grass and 
trees between, aud the bridge will be a 
large one. Tbis will knock out tbe 
Rowe street crossing. It 1ms uo travel 
of importance now, and no connection 
with the proposed boulevard system. 
Tbis bridge is the last of the improve- 
ments in Newton. 

The road will abandon its freight 
yards at Church stieet. Newtou, and at 
Newtouville, consolidating both into a 
now yard at Newtouville avenue, east of 
Newtouville station aud south of the 
railroad. 20 acres having been purchased 
from tbe Gov. Clafiiu estate. The West 
Newton aud Newtouville depots will re- 
main as tbev now are, in the same loca- 
tions. But the depot at Newton will be 
a new one. Tresideut Bli*s has assured 
Mayor Bothfeld that he will put up a tine 
structure. Like the Spiiugiicld depot, 
this new one will be ou both sides of the 
track, aud will greatly change the ap- 
pearance of the city at this point. Thu 
Newtouville aud West Newton depot 
buildiugs remuiu where they are to per- 
mit of flights of steps pirallel with the j 
tracks, as at Briglitou aud A Us ton. Tbis 
is considered a great advantage over | 
stairways at the ends of the depot. 

Thu tracks will be drained by a system ; 
better than tbe present. Ditches for j 
carrying off water will be five feet wide 
aud three teet deep. 

The building ueuresb the rails at uuy 
poiut will be 10 feet away, wbeie uow 
tbe nearest building is four feet. 

Tho problem 1ms involved not only a I 
study of the railroad and highway, hut 
au important consideration of the tour 
brooks that cross tbe railroa I. Two of 
these will be deepeued for over half a 
mile of their oourse. The other two will 
be syphoned. 

While the general plan calls for grassy 
slopes ou both sides ot the road, there 
are sections that will be walled in. The 
first wall, strung from tip) east, 
will be built from Centre to Washington 
street. At tbis point the adoption of tho 
slope plan would be expensive because 
land that would have to tie seized is oc 
cutend by expensive buildings. There 
will be a stretch of wall from Richard- 
sou to Church street, also at Harvard 
street for a slioit distance. At Lowell 
street there will bo a wall 390 foci long. 
From Eddy stout to Germain there will 
he another wall, ulso one aloug Margin 
stieet at West Newtou. 

Washington street will be 75 feet wide 
where it abuts the ruilroad track. Where 
:i is a two sided street it will he Diet 

Thu i ailroad is compelled to buy 
laud from the city aggregating about

$80,000 in val no. The city in turn buys 
about $20,000 worth of land Horn the 
railroad company, being the gainer to 
the extent of $00,000. 

The total coBt of the proponed ohnngo 
of tracks i« oNtimated roughly at $2,000,- 
000. The city will bear 10 oer cent, of 
this cost, the state 25 per cent, and tho 
roid 06 per cent. Tho entire construc- 
tion and expenditure will be in chnrge 
of a commission of three mon, not resi- 
dents of the city, to be appointed by »ho 
superior court, 

Tho widening of Washington street is 
estimated to cost $000,000. To cover 
this the city already 1ms issued 40 year 4 
percent, bonds, which brought last sum- 
mer tho highest rate for somo years. 

The city, for tho land seized, will pay 
the price set by the city appraisers. 
When it was first known that a latge 
amount of property would be needed, 
tho land owners were iuclined to hold 
out for large sums, but are now settling 
rapidly, over 40 already having made 
terms, nnd tho moving of houses and 
other buildings is briskly under way. 
No litigntion is in sight. 

The bridges will be of the best modern 
typo of steel structures. An important 
feature of their construction will bo 
floors of cement or asphalt, with a 
macadamized roadbed. This will keep 
back smoke from passing locomotives. 

The road will gain in many ways by 
the changes. The reduction of grade 
nnd the absence of crossings will permit 
of a high rate of speed, and the timo be- 
tween Boston and Worcester ought to 
be cut down. 

President Bliss says that the road can 
make its changes in a year from -be 
time operations are begun. Ilis work- 
men will begin oarly in the spring. Two 
temporary traoks will bo laid north of 
the present location on city land, and 
the work of depressing the present 
tracks will begin. 

It will not be necessary to change the 

g rade of the ptreets at the proposed 
ridges to any great extent. At Centre 
street the highway will be raised only 18 
inches, at Walnut street 2 1-2 feet, and 
at Washington street, West Newton, 8 
feet. 

The electric road will be interfered 
with considerably. Before the ohanges 
begin, its tracks must be moved to the 
north side of Washington street, and 
after the street widening and depression 
of railroad tracks are completed, the 
trolly track must be moved back next 
tho railroad. 

City Engineer H. D. Woods has been 
unusually busy the past ye *r, not only 
with the abolishment of grade crossings 
aud the widoning of Washington street, 
but the construction of Commonwealth 
avenue, not to mention regular city work. 
That he has performed his duties so ad- 
mirably is worthy of high praise. The 
assistant city engineer, William P. Morse, 
has managed the office work in a first- 
class manner. 

RESOLUTIONS 

were received from the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, relative to the 
construction of electric railway lines in 
the streets of the city passed at a recent 
meeting. This and the order before 
noted relative to the mayor petitioning 
the legislature relative to the making of 
contracts with street railroad companies 
led to some debato. 

ALDERMAN DEOEN 

was the first to speak. He said that as 
of late so many applications for locations 
were being received for track locations 
for street railroad companies, and that 
the streets were so very narrow, and that 
no remumeration was being received by 
the city from these companies, it seems 
only right that such remumeration should 
be made the city by these companies for 
the use of the streets. Here the alder- 
man gave a description of the couditions 
existing on tbe continent between the 
street railway companies, and went on to 
say that he understood ibat tbe Newton 
Street Railway stock wa9 quoted at 100 
and bad been as much as 150 for some 
time. Even the the Lower Palls line 
stock was payiug a dividend of 4 per cent 
aud be saw no reason why some of this 
money should not come back to tbe city. 

ALDERMAN PLUMMER 

also spoke. He said that it bad either 
bdeu bis good fortune or misfortune to 
have always opposed the construction of 
eleotrio car lines in our narrow streets. 
He agreed with Alderman Degeu that 
the city should receive remuneration 
from tbe car companies, but thought 
that the new law, if grauted, should be 
worked iu such a way so as not to put 
tbe companies iu a position where they 
could defy the city.

SOCIAL PROBLEMS. 


THE SINGLE TAX AGAIN DISCUSSED AT 

mr. fillkhrown’r. 


Monday evening was marked by 
unabated interest in the Single Tax at. 
the liouso of Mr. C. B. Pillebrown, 230 
Bellevue street. Rev. Samuel Brazier 
road n short paper in fuller explanation 
of n question asked at previous meetiug, 
“ennnot the Single Tax bo shifted’' in 
briof substance as follows: 

Tho Smglo Tax is simply tho rental 
value of the bare land. The question 
therefore really is. Can a landlord 
obtain more for his land than its rental 
value in tbe market? If a store lie 
wortli $2000 a year, of which $1000 is the 
rent of the imurovements and $1000 tbe 
rent of the land, when the landlord is re- 
quired to pay this $1000 ns Singlo Tax 
mate id of all other taxes, can he put it 
on to the tenant nnd get. $3000 for bis 
st.oro? Impossible. Under the Single 
Tax much idle land would come into use 
and rents, both of houses and laud, 
would go down. How could the land- 
lord obtain more rent in a falling 
market? 

Suppose he actually did got extra rent, 
still every dollar of it would be claimed 
as Single Tax. Every dollar over the 
$1000 for improvements in the case just 
supoosed must be paid to tbe public. It 
might oven be made penal to demand or 
retain for private use any portion of the 
Single Tax. Or it might bo made 
optional with the tenant to pay tbe 
Single Tax out of the rent hiniRelf, aud 
tender to tho landlord that portion which 
the assessor had estimated for the im- 
provements. 

Political economists agree that while 
all other taxes can be shifted, a tax on 
tbe value of land cannot. A landlord 
could as easily obtain extra rent to sup- 
port bis family as to support his govern 
mont. 

Mrs. Eliza Stowe Twitoliell was the 
npxt. speaker. In speaking of tbe vast 
progress since the introduction of ma 
chinery, she said: 

It is estimated that tbe advance which 
the world has made industrially within 
tbe last 150 years is greater than that of 
previous 2000; aud when we consider 
how many important labor saving inven- 
tions and scientific discoveries have been 
given to the world since 1870, it is per- 
haps not too much to say that the in 
dustrial advance which tbe world lias 
made within tbe last 25 years is equal to 
that of the previous 150. This shows us 
at what an accelerated speed we are 
moving and causes us to wonder what 
tbe next 25 years will bring forth. It 
gives us some reason for thinking that 
somo of our dreams, which today seem 
wild, nre within a near possibility of 
realization such, for example, as the 
abolition of all undeserved poverty, tbe 
hard grinding toil of industrial slavery. 
There never was a time iu tbe history of 
tho world when so many, and such 
mighty problems confronted mankind. 
It is true that man has a broader scien- 
tific knowledge and his increasing wrnts 
make him more sensible than ever before 
of his social needs, and anxious for the 
future. 

Tho same forces are at work in our 
midst today that turned the civilizations 
of the past into dead empires, aud unless 
man. by his indomitable will and almost 
god-like intellect, grapples with these 
problems and conquers them by under- 
standing them, he too will he powerless 
to resist them. 

Mrs. Twitchell then enumerated some 
of tho problems of tho present day aud 
showed how tbe question of tbe equit- 
able distribution of wealth underlies 
them all, and that practically the ques- 
tion of tariffs and taxation is today the 
most imperious, that even the money 
question, rightly understood, was in 
part a question of taxation. 

As tho middle and lower classes had 
first, after a long, bitter struggle, freed 
themselves from the slavery of captivity, 
next chattel, tbeu religious boudnge, so 
uow they would never rest until freed 
from industrial bondage. To educate 
the masses is to make them love liberty, 
slaves cau only he kept in boudage, while 
kept in ignorance.

After Mis. Twiiohell’s address more 
than an hour was fully occupied with 
questions and answers, among them the 
following: “I do not yet quite see how 
it is to benefit the poor man?” 

Oue reason is because the laboring 
masses as a class would gain more than 
43 per cent, of the annual savings of tiie 
country instead of less than It) per cent, 
as now, uud the middle and laboring 
classes together would have more than 
(JO per cent, instead of less than 30 per 
cent, as now. Because the wide ex- 
tremes between the rich man’s tux of i 
pur cent, and the poor man’s tax of 78 
per cent, of his uniiuai savings would he 
greatly reduced. Because more than 
one-half of the annual accumulation of 
the people of the couutry would not, us 
ii does now, go iuto the hands of less 
tliuu 28,000 families through u vicious 
system of taxation. * 

Mr. Hoi hurt Spencer w as quoted as 
saying iu his Social Statics ‘‘Kqui’y 
utters diotutes to which we have not yet 
listened; aud men may then loam that to 
deprive others of their rights to the uac 
of the earth, is to ooimuit a crime in- 
ferior ouly iu wiokeduess to tbe crime of 


taking aw: y their lives or personal liber- 
ties.”

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THE CHARTER CHANGES. 

Tho* committee on revising the city 
charter have made their report, and the 
changes recommendod seem to be in the 
main such as have been recommended by 
all who have investigated the needs of 
our city government. 

The craze in favor of ouo board city 
councils seems to have practically died 
out, and the committee does not deom it 
advisable to abolish the Common Council. 
Experience has proved that two boards 
have been of great value in Newton, in 
preventing hasty action, and giving one 
branch the chance to correct tho mis- 
takes of the other. 

The business of the City Council has 
grown with the growth of the city to 
such an extent, that the detail work 
devolving upon the members takes up 
more time than any business man can 
afford to spare, and the interests of the 
city sometimes suffers from the complete 
change that often takes place every 
year in the City Council, so that no 
settled policy can bo carried through a 
term of years. This has proved very ex- 
pensive to the city, especially in the 
highway department, as usually the new 
committee wants work done on the 
streets on which members live, aud the 
work begun the past year is often left 
where the end of the year found it, and 
the result is that we have fine sections 
of streets scattered all over the city, 
many of them only used by market 
wagons, while the main thoroughfares 
are neglected. It is believed that put- 
ting the street department under a com- 
missioner, who would be permanent, 
would remedy this in great measure, as 
he would have a settled policy, which 
could be followed year after year. He 
would also be directly responsible for 
what was done, whereas; now the re- 
sponsibility is divided between all the 
members of the committee, and no one 
can be held accountable, 

The same thing is true of the fire, 
street light, public buildings, and other 
departments, in greater or less degree, 
and the change to permanent commis- 
sioners would be a very beneficial aud 
economical one, and would also be a 
welcome one to the members themselves, 
as it would relieve them of detail work, 
and save them from much uufair criti- 
cism. 

Another important change iB that of 
electing the Mayor and members of the 
City Council for two years, half of the 
members to be elected every year, so that 
there could not be an entire new board 
at any one time. The two year term is 
all right, as most of the members get 
that uow, but why not have elections 
only once in two years? 

It is proposed (o make the president 
of the board of aldermen the presiding 
oilicer of that brauch, a change which 
seems to be open to criticism, as the 
Mayor is generally a much better presid- 
iug otlicer than any of the aldermen. 
There is a good deal to be said against 
such a change, and the Mayor usually 
gets much valuable information from the 
discussion in the board. 

It is proposed to make the heads of 
the departments directly responsible to 
the Muyor, who can remove them with 
Abe consent of the board of aldermen,

fact that that people wero unwilling to 
use these crossings, and consequently 
property there has depreciated. Whether 
tho abolition of the crossings will do 
away with this altogether, as some think, 
remains to bo seen, but our improssion is 
that it will not make any groat differ- 
ence, Every city has its popular soction, 
and tho lino dividing it from loss favored 
quarters is often such an intangible and 
arbitrary one as to bo imperceptible, but 
tho north side will certainly be greatly 
improved, as residents there will not be 
afraid to send their children to school on 
the other side, and traffic will bo un- 
obstructed. This will cause a greater 
demand for moderate class houses, and 
that will cause a great deal of building. 
The greatest want of Newton, today, is 
houses of moderate cost, and tho city 
will be fortunate in having a section 
where such houses can bo found, even if 
it is less fashionable than the south side. 
The prosperity of a city deponds more 
on having a great number of home own- 
ers in moderate circumstances, than on 
having a few very rich men, aud Newton 
is growing every year in this direotion. 

Tho announcement of President Bliss, 
that the change can be made in a year 
after work is begun, and that early next 
spring the road will begin operations, 
will be welcome, as it was feared that 
the whole city would be upset for double 
that time. Tho full detnils of thechauges 
in the streets, and other matters, are 
given on another page. 


The Storage Battery System is to be 
tried, it is reported, by tho Newton and 
Brookline street railway, which runs 
from Nowton Centre to Brookline, and 
the 800 shares of the road are all sub- 
scribed. Among the Nowton stock- 
holders are John Lowell, A. D. S. Bell 
and Samuel L. Jackson. The stock- 
holders own 25 million feet of land along 
the proposed route. The Electric Stor- 
age Battery Company of Philadelphia 
has about closed a contract, to furnish 
ten box and ten open cars, of the latest 
pattern, and operate them for at least 
six months to the satisfaction of the 
road. The same system is used on the 
Madison and Fourth avenue lines in New 
York City, and the storage battery people 
are confident of success. So far the new 
company has had easy and pleasing sail- 
ing, but there is a well grounded belief 
that when it comes to ask for a fran- 
chise it will strike a snag. This is the 
opinion of a number of the abuttors on 
the line of the proposed route. 


Readers of the daily papers are some- 
what puzzled to make out whether the 
election of Josiah Quincy as Mayor of 
Boston is a victory for good government 
or the reverse. The Republican dailies 
claim that it is a victory of the worst 
elements, while the Democratic papers 
claims that it is a case where brains wou 
over beer aud boodle, and for two cents 
one can take bis choice. The political 
abuse that was heaped upon Mr. Quincy 
by some of the Republican papers, rather 
helped him than otherwise, as the readers 
could not see that Mr. Quincy was any 
more of a spoilsman or any worse as a 
politician than Mayor Curtis Unfair 
criticism does not pay in a political con- 
test, but political organs never seem to 
realizs it until afterwards. The main 
poiut is, that Mr. Quincy is a very able 
man, and quite as much of a believer in 
reform politics as Mayor Curtis aud 
bence there is every ^reas >u to believe 
that be will make an excellent official. 


The State Republican Editorial As- 
sociation evidently believe that the 
victors should have all the spoils, and so 
they have solemuly resolved that Clerk 
of tbe House McLaughlin must go, to 
make room for a needy Republican. Tbe 
Republican editors ought to be ashamed 
of themselves, but as they are most of 
them politicians, their action is signifi- 
cant only in showing how sadly they fail 
to represent the intelligence and morality 
of the people of the state. They are 
even said to sneer in the secrecy of their 
meetiugs al what they call “Suivel Ser- 
vice Reform.” It is sad that men who 
ought to be leaders in tbe very front 
rank of progress, should be so far behiud 
the procession. 


The caucus for the nomination of 
president of tho Common Council will be 
hold on tho 28rd, and tho contest is 
arousing a good doal of interest. Coun- 
cilman Wing seems to be tho loading 
candidato at prosotit, while President 
Parker and Ccuncilmen Roberts and 
Obor are all in the field. 

THE RAILROAD AGREES. 

BOSTON A ALBANY DIRECTORS VOTE TO 
SIGN TIIE AGREEMENT FOB DEPRESSED 
TRACKS, 


At a meeting of tho ditectors of the 
Boston & Albany railroad in Bjston 
yesterday morning President Bliss was 
authorized to execute a contract with 
the city of Nowton in regard to tho 
separation of grades. 

Yesterday atternoon President Bliss 
and Mayor Bothfeld met and Rigued an 
agreement binding tho city and the rail- 
road corporation to tho depression of 
tracks through tho city from the Brigh- 
ton line at Faueuil station to Rowo street, 
Auburudale. 

Tbo Newton board of Aldermen nnd 
the directors of the Boston & Albany 
have joined in signing a petiliou to the 
Superior court for tho appointment of a 
commission to settle au.v points at issue 
between the city and the railroad, as 
provided by statute. 

Tho petiliou was presented to the 
court yesterday afternoon, and a hearing 
was ordered for Doc. 17. It is expected 
that the commission will bo appointed 
before Jan. 1.

A Common Enough Animal That Cannot 
Ho Soon In Any Collodion. 

Still less known in this country, nnd 
never seen, either iu menageries or mu- 
seums, nre the two species of tapir found 
in Central America. Tho sleek, plump 
bodied, chocolate brown tapir of South 
Amoricn we do see occasionally, 
both nlivo and (load, bnt of Baird’s 
tapir there iH not oven one ndnlt 
stuffed specimen in existence, either 
iu this country or in Europe. A fow 
skulls and skeletons and two or throe 
mutilated nnd unmonntnble skins nre 
positively nil tho world possesses iu 
representation of this species, and, what 
is still worse, no naturalist has yot had 
nn opportunity to oven write n descrip- 
tion of the full grown nnimnll Tho 
young animal is known Co be of n red- 
dish brown color, mnrkcd with irrogu- 
lar white spots and stripos. 

Onr universal poverty in specimens 
of the tapir nnmed in honor of Professor 
Baird is not due to the oxtromo rarity 
of the animal, but rnthor to a lack of 
enterprise on the part of the intelligent 
white men who from time to time have 
had it in their power to procuro nnd to 
preservo specimens. Tho animal is well 
known in Pnnama, Costn Rica, Nica- 
ragua, Honduras and southern Mexico. 

Although tnpirs nro usually found 
along small and well shaded rivers in 
tho hot lowlands of the tropics, thoy 
nre frequently fonnd on forest covered 
mountains as well. Dr. Frnntzins in- 
forms ns that iu Costa Rica Baird’s 
tapir is found both in the lowlands and 
on tho highest mountain ranges. Ho 
says also that “it is much hunted, for 
its flesh is very delicate. Tho back- 
woodsmen snlt it, or dry it in the air, 
and thus provide themselves with large 
stores. Its thick hide is vory useful. 
* * * Tapirs are very fond of tho 

salt licks which are formed in tho neigh- 
borhood of tho numerous mineral springs 
by tho evaporation of tho saliuo water. 
Here they are either shot with bullets 
on moonlight nights or are hunted 
down with (logs and killed with spears. ” 
— SV. T. Hornaday iu St. Nicholus.

Mr. Loomis, 
hy the way, was once a newspaper man 
himself, and seems nlways pleased to 
meet the reportorial fraternity and fur- 
nish them with local points, if any are in 
stock. In reply to our question “How is 
business?” he said, it you rofer to the 
real estate branch, I can say it is as usual 
full of appointments and disappoint- 
ments, of the proportion of “half and 
half." And yet I confess I liko it, not so 
much for what it yields financially for 
the support of daily life, but because of 
its allunng promises and prospects. It 
is pleasant to meet people looking for 
homes, and here in the Newtons, where 
people express a preference to reside as a 
choice among the suburbs of the Hub, 
Many, if not most ot these home seekers 
are agreeable and cultivated people, and 
to pilot them about and show them the 
interior as well as exterior attractions of 
the places “for sale and to let,” is some- 
thing of a diversion. There are, how- 
ever, some things not so pleasant, and 
this applies no doubt to all kinds of busi- 
ness. I was asked if L was the owner of 
all the properties with my label, or win- 
dow signs, and when assured that I only 
sustained an agent’s relation to them, 
they replied that they should think the 
care of them would be enough, and they 
were right. No more for bouses than 
for men, “It is not good to be alone,” or 
unoccupied, not only for want of income 
but for necessary care and protection. 
The cases are not isolated where some 
benevolent tenants have kindly offered to 
people these vacant houses as a compen- 
sation for rent, “just to care for them,” 
and while this seems nice it is hardly re- 
munerative. Some epistolary applica- 
tions for reuts are to say the least very 
amusing. 

Not long since a letter came with no 
return postage enclosed, asking for a 
separate and entire bouse of eight rooms, 
with ample lawn and shade, all modern 
appliances, centrally located, screened 
aud curtained, for which the applicant 
would pay as high ns $18 or $20 per 
month, including water bill. This party 
is still looking, we suppose, for his ideal 
home at his ideal price. 

“No,” continues Mr. Loomis, “it is uot 
all fun to walk five miles a day, 
over and through the same streets aud 
houses from cellar 10 attic, politely 
answering all the questions concerning 
schools, churches, postal convenience, 
transit expenses, what the landlord will 
or wont ce likely to do, his age, appear- 
ance and disposi'ion. who are the next 
door and across the way neighbors, etc., 
and then exchauge cards, never to meet 
again perhaps this side of “Beulah laud,” 
though everything seems propitious, and 
hopetul that we hive gained a new resi- 
dent or changed the location of an old 
one. 

We ventured to ask Mr. Loomis if he 
thought the site and reut charges in the 
Newtons were too high up, for ihe aver- 
age demand of the middle chss, reply- 
ing to which he said “it had been so re- 
ported in comparison with some other 
suburban cities.” He said upon this mat- 
ter be did not care to talk, as both land- 
lord and tenants were his patrons, and he 
would not like to be boycotted for over 
or underestimating values. 

“Well, Mr. Loomis, with the new boom 
of the boulevard and the consequent 
widening and straightening of streets 
aud thorouglifaies. as well as the new 
and better business blocks in process of 
construction, what do you think of the 
future real estate valut-B?” 

“I unhesitatingly say that these 
changes and improvements, even though 
costly as they are. caunot fail to justify 
the wisdom that ulann- d them aud the 
couiage, if I may so call it. that executes 
them. Some severe sacrifices have hud 
to tie made in breaking up homes and 
wiping out ancient lines and landmarks, 
but this, in connection with the abolition 
of grade crossings, will add very materi- 
ally to property values all along the Hues, 
and blocks away from the center ot 
trade and traffic. 

Already I am by person and inquiry 
and corre«poiidence receiving evidence of 
the good effects at enduig finis long de 
laved Degin oing, and I shall be greatly 
surprised if the completion fails to in- 
spire new life aud action in business 
circles throughout the ciry. The transit 
question will, when rates are reduced, 
both by sieam and electricity, have more 
to do with bunging about desired re- 
sults. How soon and by whit convey- 
ance, and at what price can I reach and 
rcuru from the city, are the all import- 
but questions for home seekers. 

Prophesying is pointed and lively, as to 
what competition will do for the next 
year or two, in giving the people direct 
and rapid transit to the trade center 
of the city, as well as to aud from the 
steam stations. The tumor that the B. 
& A. will ere long give electricity a trial 
on the circuit division, we hope is well 
founded. The opportunity is certainly a 
good one. and while changing grades 
would seem to he the time for trial. 

Referring to the city’s action during 
the past two years Mr. Loomis says there 
was much to criticise, by those disposed 
to “pick at plans, ’’but upon the whole lie 
thought the officials of both branches 
had done nobly aud administered with 
appuieut fairness win n considering the 
peculiar emergencies they have hud to 
meet. 

Mr. Loomis deprecates the oue year 
service of mayor and aldermen, einphu- 
siEiug the loss to l he city hy these uiinuul 
scrambles for honors and emoluments at 
the sacrifice often of competency and 
executive ability. One or even two 
yeais is much too brief a period to edu- 
cate and qualify a minor ot a city like 
Newton, for an • tficieut discharge of his 
nfliciul duties. One year, however, may 
wear him out physically, with the con- 
stant strain he is called to endure, and 
thus disqualify him for further service. 
We trust the coming mayor will be equal 
to his task.

De Witt’s LUtlo Early Risers for bilious- 
ness, indigestion, uoustipatiou, A small 
pill, a prompt cure, Arthur Hudson, New- 
ton '.Bernard Billings, Newton Upper Falls;

Alfred Smithers, who wns young, 
loved. Ho had loved before, but never 
so creditably. Ernestine Gilbert (pro- 
nounced Zheelbear) appealed as well to 
tho hotter side of his nature. It was an 
appeal whose merits he mudo haste to 
recognize. 

Until Smithers mot her ho had thought 
of marriage as a speculation, in which 
his friends seemed to havo made absurd 
failures, and as a lmiuly ending to plays 
which should close dramatically at or 
about 10:30. Smithers was — is, for that 
matter — a dramatic critic. 

When “The Fullness of Life” was 
produced at the Empiro, his criticism of 
tho performance was so pleasing to the 
management that they put it first on the 
list upon tho poster which was placed 
conspicuously in many parts of the town. 

There was a personal reason for this 
special laudation which Smithers him- 
self hardly suspected at the moment. 

He had seen his ideal iu the flesh for 
tho first time. 

There is iu the most calculating of 
men a spirit of chivalry which appears 
unexpectedly. A pretty girl in whatever 
distress wrings the heart of any man not 
responsible for the distress. 

Smithers was sensitive to dramatic 
injustice, and his ideal practically was 
an “extra.” His prerogative, within 
certain limits, was to discover unrecog- 
nized genius and to deprecate tho recog- 
nized. 

“The Fullness of Life” — this piece 
dealt with the social problems of the 
day. The leading woman, an ample 
blond of aesthetic proportions, played 
the role of an adventuress of the modern 
type— a woman corrupt in mind and 
manner, but keeping her place iu soci- 
ety and outwitting many of the good 
people in a discouraging fashion. 

The action of the piece called for the 
appearance of a dressmaker’s assistant. 
The wicked society woman is made by 
the dramatist to scold the girl soundly 
for a delay and to slap her in the face. 
The girl has but a single line to speak, 
but it is appropriate. Aud it struck 
Smithers on the opening night of the 
piece that although the contrast of good 
little seamstress and bad big monduine 
is an old one he had uevorseen vice aud 
virtue more effectively compared. 

Tho young seamstress was pretty, 
well formed, as virtuous as women 
should be to make their position con- 
vincing, aud she hod just that modest 
way of using her eyes, that gentle mau- 
uer of speaking which Smithers, in his 
mood, liked. He was much attracted to 
tho little seamstress. He thought per- 
haps lie would marry her. 

If ho had seen her the week before, 
she might havo impressed him less, in 
deed not at all. But his personal affairs 
suddenly had tukeu such a turn that lie 
questioned the veracity of all women 
aud rather hoped that he might die or 
havo a serious illness. 

So it came about that ho hungered to 
know such a woman as ho felt Ernestine 
Gilbert to be. That she was but a be- 
ginner on the ladder of fame rather 
added to his interest aud piqued his 
vanity. He believed she had talent, and 
it would be his proud privilege to help 
her develop it. 

These dramatic fellows are well gifted 
with imagination, aud Smithers was 
young. 

Thus he wrote of the production good 
humuredly, even enthusiastically, as a 
piece which should be seen by all who 
are interested iu the vitul questions of 
tho day. 

He omitted to speak in terms of 
praise of the performance of the leading 
woman, the ample blond, aud this 
piqued her. If Smithers honestly had 
explained this omission to himself, ho 
would have said that ho was annoyed 
because his seamstress, with her un- 
doubted womanliness and talent, was 
forced to play so inconsequential a part, 
while the loading lady, who might or 
might not be quulitied, had matters hor 
own wuy. 

Othors guessed that Miss Gilbert was 
poor, lived in a hull bedroom, hqd a 
hard time to get ulong, and that she 
knew few men. She would bo much 
| gratified to find thut a person of his 
i standing took an interest iu her. Ho re- 
I solved to call. Tho stage doorkeeper 
1 gave him her address. Next day ho went. 
It was uu unusal proceeding, but Smith- 
era argued thut it would bo loss embar- 
rassing for him to see her at her home 
than to send his card to hor at tho tho- 
uter. Theatrical people aro so jealous of 
each other. Thoy would put huso mo- 
tives upon his attentions.

The Paper Trade. 

At the meeting of the Paper Trade As- 
sociation iu Boston, Wednesday evening, 
Col. E. H. Haskell of Newton Centre 
gave a very interesting address on "Ex- 
port Trade” giving many factH aud 
figures relating thereto. He was a firm 
believer iu the principles of the Home 
Market Club, He advocated all possible 
expansion of American industries to the 
markets of other countries. The trade 
of England alone was worth having to 
lUe paper trade, let alone other foreign 
countries. He was sure that the repeal 
ol reciprocity treaties made with the 
Central American aud South Americau 
republics was a most uufortuuate piece 
of business, ll they existed today they 
would be no mean markets for this 
country to enter. 

Col. Huskbll gave some figures to show 
the immense quantity of paper ot all 
grades that Gieat Britain used io its 
enormous publications, and tlie field iu 
Greut Britain was an ever-iucieasiug one 
for the Americau paper iuduslry, aud 
should be properly looked utter. 

At the present tune, Col. Haskell was 
sure America was not receiving its 
proper portiou of (lie paper trade iu 
Eugluud. It behooved the trade to look 
to it. lie suggested the ustublisbmeut 
of a bureau ot experts, representing the 
vurious branches of the paper fibre iu- 
dustiy, with full powers ill executive 
atfaiis, to secure full and aocurale in- 
formation regarding the whole business 
in all foreign countries where there was 
a possibility of doing business.

There are two facta in oonneotion with 
hydrophobia which should he known, 
especially just now. Fust the diseaso is 
named from tlie principal symptom which 
it presents in m in, a fear of water, but a 
rabid dog loves wator, burying his head 
in it, and drinking fieely of water from 
any source. Therefore tho fact that a 
sick dog drinks freely doos not prove 
that he lias not hydrophobia. 

It was formerly supposed that tlie roa- 
son why so long a period, twenty days to 
six months, elapsed between the bite 
from a rabid auimal, and tho develop- 
ment of rallies, was because tho poison 
remained in the wound until it bad ac- 
cumulated, and then inundated the 
system, so to speak. Tlia' this is a mis 
take is proved by the fact, a fact which 
cannot bo questioned, that during the 
greater part, if indeed not hII of this 
p riod of incubation, tho bito of the dog 
will convey the disease Therefore dog 
bites should bo carefully guarded against 
just uow. Docron.

With that company's consent 
they would run their cars on that line as 
far as Willow street and then would 
branch off and run up Centre street as 
far as the Baptist church. It was the in- 
tention of the company to ruu in the 
middle of the street until the playground 
was reached when they would diverge to 
one side. The company had placed this 
petition before the board at the request 
of a large number of residents of the 
Centre who desired the accommodation 
that it would afford. These persons had 
even petitioned the company to this 
efTect before their franchise for running 
their cars on the boulevard had beeu 
granted. Here Mr. Blauey read a peti- 
tion from nearly a hundred residents 
urging that the petition of the company 
be granted. The petition was signed by 

R. R. Bishop, J. F. C Hyde, E, W. Noyes, 
D, S.Farnham. A. H. Roffe,Alvali Ilovey,

city’s representative men.

It had been 
stated that this petition was to be but an 
opening wedge of the company’s towards 
getting their tracks on to Ceutre street 
north of the boulevard, but this was not 
so. The company did not want to place 
cars on Centre street north of the boule- 
vard and so far as he was concerned he 
had never beard them express that inten- 
tion and did not think they contemplated 
any such idea. 

A COMMUNICATION 

signed by M. O. Rice was here read in 
which he protested against the grauting 
of the petition on the ground tbit Centre 
street should only be used for driving 
purposes and reserved for such, it beiug 
the ouly street running north and south 
that did not have car tracks in it. If the 
petition should be granted it would 
necessitate the widening of the stieet 
and thus incur a great expeuse which 
the city at the present time could not 
well stand. He also believed it was time 
to call a halt in the building of street 
railways and also building streets to put 
their tracks in. 

A. II. ROFFE 
stated that ever since the question of a 
boulevard had come up before t he city 
government the residents of Newtou 
Centre had been waiting tUe opportunity 
to get to Boston by a street railway. The 
only direct way seems to be through 
Centre street and several persons had re- 
quested that the compauy’s petition be 
considered favorably. Here Mr. Roffe 
read a long petition signed by some 12 
names. Among them were the uames of 
P. H. Butler, Johu Ward. F. W. S evens, 

S. A. Shannon, W. M. Noble, II. S, Wil 
liams, W. B. Slater, C. B. Garey, W. U, 
Jones, J. W. Parker, F, H. Williams, W. 
B. Merrill, E. R. Bishop, George Proud- 
foot, O. F. Smith, Linnehan Brothers, 
W. F, Harbacb, M. H. Brewer, Alvab 
Hovey, N. H. Geoige, Geo. E. Hewes, E. 
P. Cogswell. A clause was attached to 
this petition that it be granted and that 
the car tracks on Willow, Sumner and 
Beacon streets be removed. This clause 
was signed by E. H. Andrews, W, O 
Knapp, A. F. Alvord, Charles Copelaud 
and nuuy others. Here at then quest 
of Mr. liufie a number of letters were 
read in favor of the grauting ot the com 
pauy’s petition. These letters wen 
signed by R. R. Bishop, J. R. Letson and 
others. 

C. 8. DAVIS 


said his teeliugs in the matter were not 
at either end ot ibe route, but with New- 
ton < entre. He had lived there some 
thirty years and all his interests were 
centred there. He had always beeu in- 
terested in the matter of getting street 
railroad accommodations to Boston and 
he saw ouly one way in which this could 
be done. At the tune the members of 
the oitv government were considering 
the matter the icsidents had been as- 
sured tint if tire boulevard should be 
placed ou the noith side that they would 
bo granted a direct route to Boston over 
it. The petiti »u called ‘or but oue track 
and that would not interfere with the 
traffic on the street. While several 
might be discommoded by the cbaDge it 
also should be considered how mauy 
would be accommodated. There was no 
danger of having any tracks ruu on 
Ceutre street north ot the boulevard as 
the citizens of the Ceutre would all 
oppose it. 

MR. ANDREWS 

was the next speaker. He said he was 
much interested in the matter. Since 
his residence in Newton he had always 
taken a great deal of interest in the mat- 


The rail used would bo a curved rail in- 
stead of a T rail as this form would de- 
crease the trouble that carriages havo in 
crossing a street railroad. The company 
had never entertained the idea of run- 
ning their tracks on Centro street north 
of the boulevard and did not desire to do 
so ns there were several much more cou- 
veniont and better routes. 

FRANK EDMANDS 

also spoke and said that as ho under- 
stood t he petition no oue asked that 
Centre street be widened. All that was 
called for was a direct route between the 
boulevard and the oenfere of the village. 
The street is so unrrow now that it needs 
widening and the street railrond would 
not make it any worse than it is. Where- 
as a few would be discommoded by hav- 
ing these tracks placed in the street a 
great mauy other persons would be ac- 
commodated. 

\. D. CLAFLIN 

at the request of Mr. RolTo here gave a 
number of figures relative to the width 
ot Ceutre street at certain points, which 
he had personally measured. Mr. Chitlin 
stated that the width of the street at the 
boulevard was 40 feet with a dtive of 30 
feet. At the brow of the hill it was 55 
feet in width with a drive of 05 feet. At 
Homer street it was 57 feet with a drive 
of 04 feet. At Gibbs street it was 42 feet 
with a drive of 20 feet and beyond Wil- 
liams street it was 60 feet with a drive 
of 40 feet. He was followed by Mr. Al- 
vord, Mr. Maynard, Mr. Ward aud 
several others, all of whom ad vocated 
the grauting of the company’s petition. 

EDWARD H. MASON 
represented several persons in the oppo- 
sition party as well as his own interests. 
His first objection to the grauting of the 
company's petition was that they had no 
tight to grant such a location, as their 
charter forbade it. It seemed to him 
folly to allow the tracks to be put in 
Ceutre street without widening it. They 
could already see what the tlTect would 
be by looking at either Washington or 
Walnut streets. It would not do to 
grant a location on Centre street as far 
as the boulevard, for while as the com- 
pany had stated they might not want to 
run their tracks north ot that point some 
other company would. Relative to the 
present tracks on Homer street the own- 
ers did not wish to take them up, neither 
did the public. He saw no need of 
multiplying the number of electric roads 
as the people wishing to go to Boston 
would not go over the electric car line, 
but would use the railroad as that was 
much quicker. He did not see the 
necessity of having a street railroad run 
through the principal street. The com- 
pany now wanted to only ruu part way 
in the streor. but before the right was 
granted it should be proved that this 
was a public necessity. To take the 
longest distauce one line was not 500 
feet from the other now; what the ex- 
peuse would be he was not qualified to 
speak on, yet the street would have to be 
wtdeued should the location be granted. 
This widening would ruiu a number of 
valuable estates. It had been proposed 
to wideu on one side only but that 
would not decrease the damage, while if 
the widening was on both sides they 
would have double the petsons to deal 
with. People objected also on account 
of the number of trees to be cut down 
aud the fine estates which would have to 
be cut into. Here letters were read pro- 
testing against the granting of the peti- 
tion from Lawrence Bond, M. Shannon, 
E. N. Cobb, Gilman Brackett. 

A. C. WALWORTH 

followed in rtmoustrance. He objected 
to the granting of the petition on the 
ground that it brought dauger to the 
very doors of the school children. He 
said that if the tracks were laid the 
school buildings would bo almost com- 
pletely surrounded by railroad tiacks. 
lie also thought that cars should be run 
in a straight liue so far us possible, aud 
that the tracks on Willow aud Beacon 
streets should be removed. 

A second reasou why be objected was 
on account of the narrowness of the 
street. Personally he should uot object 
to a slight widening of the street but 
when the matter was first brought up it 
had been stated that the street was to be 
widened to 120 feet. If that were to be 
done he would most strenously object. 

A third reason why he objected was 
because there were a grea* mauy people 
who did not wish to have the car tracks 
placed on that portion of Ceutre street 
between Homer street and the boulevard. 
It was now a ghod driving road but if 
the tracks were placed in the street, it 
would have to be wideued. He had 
uoticed that many of the siguers of the 
petition in favor of the granting of the 
location to the company were men who 
were interested in real estate. He did 
uot want to stand iu the way of the in- 
terests of the Centre, but thought that 
some consideration should be givcu 
those living in the vicinity. 


for permission to move a building across 
Washington street to the former Kendall 
estate on Thornton street was next given 
a henring. 

MR. CROSDY 

was the first to appear in opposition to 
the granting of the petition. He repre- 
sented G. W. Crosby and stated that 
should the permit be granted Mr. Flood's 
stable would bo within 8 feet of Mr. 
Crosby’s liue and therefore it would bo 
impossible to use the land for dwelling 
purposes. Hero tho speaker road a 
letter from oue ot *bo present tenants 
stating that while ho should like to con- 
tinue to occupy tho property ho could 
not if the barn was placed in tho vicini- 
ty. If the board granted the petition it 
would bo a great damage to the proper- 
ty. 

II. F. DENT 

was the next to oppose tho granting of 
tho permit. He stated that he had no 
desire to antagonize Mr. Flood or inter- 
fere with his business, but ouly wished 
to defend his own interests. Ho had 
bought the property a number of years 
ago and had groitly improved it. Mr. 
Flood’s barn would come within twenty 
feet of bis dining room window and he 
for one did not want an undertaking shop 
or a stable within twenty feet of his 
windows. Mr. Flood, however, had 
stated to him that us there was a God in 
heaven he would place his barn there 
whether tho board of aldermen said so 
or not. 

MR. FI.OOD 

in defence of his petition said ho sup- 
posed tho board understood how ho 
was fixed in tho matter. Ho was 
situated on the south side of the street 
and was well satisfied to havo stayed 
there, but tho city had compelled him to 
move. If he could uot get a permit for 
his stable it would break up his business. 
He did uot desire to start a livery stable 
but only wanted room to keep two 
horses. He had paid a big price for the 
land and if the permit was uot granted 
all his raouey would bo wasted. 

After some further debate the hearing 
was closed. The board took action in 
the matter aud decided that it was best 
that Mr. Flood be granted leave to with- 
draw his petition. 

H. P. DEARBORN’S 

petition for a permit to move bis stable 
across Washington street at Newtonville, 
was next given a heat ing. Mr. Dearborn 
appeared and stated that it was neces- 
sary that he should move his barn on ac- 
count of the widening of Washington 
street, and that with the consent of Mr. 
Bailey tho owner would bo willing to 
place it iu any part of his lot. 

Several persons spoke for and against 
the petition which after the hearing was 
closed was granted by the board. 

OTHER HEARINGS 

were given on the order for the taking of 
the land of John Morgan for a drain on 
Cook street easterly; on the order for 
taking laud for sewer purposes between 
Cook street aud Chapel street. No oue 
appearing they were closed. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

were received from W. M. Potter, at- 
torney fur F. C. Sparhawk and Jeannette 
Wood protesting against excessive 
betterment charges on account of the 
boulevard, hearing set for Dec. 30 ou 
each; fiom Jane Hastings protesting 
against betterment charges, hearing set 
for Dec. 23; from the Boston it Albany 
railroad relative to an agreement made 
with the city regarding Mary Loyd 
estate; from tho Telephone Company ac- 
cepting locations on sundry streets; 
from the Newton Centre Improvement 
Society, asking for the abolitiou of grade 
crossings ou the south side of the ciiv; 
another from the same society asking 
that Albany aveuue be accepted by the 
city and that the bridge over Institution 
aveuue be widened. 

PETITIONS 

were received from George U. Wright 
aud others for auctioneers’ liceuses, 
granted ; from Jeremiah McCarthy, ask- 
ing for a license to build a dwelling 
house on F-xou street, grauted. 

ORDERS 

were passed that Madison avenue be laid 
out from Walnut street to Howard street; 
that the mayor make the conveyances ot 
land necessary to carry out agieemeut 
with the B. i fc A. R. It.; that Park street 
be laid out to Tremont street, and that 
Tremont street be laid out to tbe Boston 
line, and that the cost tie met by a $10,000 
bond to run from Dec. 6, ’1)5, fur 20 years 
at 4 per cent. ; that the su:n of $16,000 be 
added to tho appropriation for tbe water 
department; that the committee on ordi* 
nances be authorized to draw up a draft 
relative to the laying of sewers in private 
streets; that tho sum of $2000 bo appro- 
priated for persons out of almshouse; 
that a bond or $10,000 to run from Dec. 
26, *05 to Deo. 28, 1915, at 4 per cent., i><- 
issued for the purpose of paying interest 
on certain loans. There now being no 
further business at 12.15 the board ad- 
journed till next Monday evening. 



A. L. RAND 

president of the Newton Centro Im- 
provement Society, next spoke. He 
said that it was easy to get petsons to 
sign a petition to run a liue of electric 
cars pass some one else’s house aud he 
was not surprised that so many individu- 
als were willing to sign a petition to 
hive the road on another street. The 
wideniug of the street must be considered 
with the company’s petition, for should 
it he grauted, the widening ot the stieet 
will have to follow. If the board legis- 
late at all on the matter tho first qu» s- 
tiou to be asked is it a public mcessity. 
If it is a public necessity, then the street 
will have to be widened. Tho cost of 
this should be considered. What would 
the expense bt ? In their report the 
6nauce committee had stated that the 
city could not raise the pay of the city

tel- of street rail way connections between i cause of the lack of funds. Whore then 


the Ceutre aud Boston, aud had advo- 
cated the pi iu to ruu cars on Beacon 
stieet when it was tirst broached. Wlieu 
the building of the boulevard was first 
planned, lie thought that this would 
solve the problem. As a citizen of New- 
ton anti Newton Centre particularly, ho 
was interested in any plan for a more di- 
rect liue of commuuloatiou between the 
boulevard aud the Centre. It had been 
said that the Ceutre was near enough to 
the boulevaid, but u look at the map 
would show that this was not the case. 
What the Centre wanted was a more di- 
rect route connecting its central portion 
with tlie boulevard, lie saw no way iu 
which a direct communication could be 
made between Lite Ceutre aud Boston 
without iiicuriiug expense. It had been 
proposed to run a trestle across the play 
mound but no one iu the Ceutre would 
allow this, besides the company could 


was tho money to come from, which 
would have to be used to w-iden this 
street. He understood that tho oapitul 
stock of this company was ouly $45,000, 
and the estimated cost of tho widening 
w as $40,000. Was the city going to pay 
out for the benefit of this company a sum 
of money nearly iqual to their whole 
capital slock. Mr. Walworth had spoken 
of the way in which the car tracks would 
surround the school houses. Besides 
the other obi I Iren here was a kindergar- 
ten being attended by children from 
three to live years old. The city on the 
other side were spending a groat do d ot 
motley for the abolishiug of grade cross 
tugs, and here by the granting of mis 
petition they would place 1700 feet of 
grade crossings about their school 
houses.

Mr. Herbert S. Kempton was acting 
manager and Mr. George H. Phelps stage 
manager. The ushers wore Messrs. Wil- 
liam T. Farley, Benjamin P. Cheney and 
Oeorgo Royal Pulsiter. 

Of tho three ladies Mrs. Wm. T. Farley 
had the most popular part, as the daugh- 
ter of the Paryenu, with a spice of mis- 
chief thrown in, and won the instant 
favor of the audience, who remembered 
her former successes. She added much 
to the comedy of tho play, and gave 
the proper contrast to the dutiful 
daughter of the baronet, Mrs. Now- 
liall, who has to represent the senti 
mental parr, and did it in a charm- 
ingly girlish way. Mrs. Vosburgh sur- 
prised her friends by her adaptability as 
the baronet’s wife, with a shrewish 
temper, passing instantly from her home 
to her company manner, with a skill that 
almost deceived the onlookers. It 
would have been difficult to have im- 
proved upon her representation of the 
character. 

The male parts were in equally capa- 
ble hands.

RKV, SAMUEL H. VIRGIN SPEAKS AT NEW- 
TON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB CELEBRA- 
TION.

MEMORIALS FOR S. Y. SMITH. 


NEWTON COMMITTEE OF 40 PROMINENT 
MEN WILL MEET .IAN. 7. 

The fact that Newton, which for more 
than 60 years wna tho homo of the 
venerable poet clergyman, should ho the 
first place to honor his memory, lias heei< 
recognized by tho committeo in charge 
of the S. F. Smith memorial, nnd Now 
ton will accordingly take the initiative 
in tho matter of providing a suitahli 
memorial to tho author of “America.” 

Tho memorial will by no means, how- 
ever, bo a local nffair, and tho whole 
country, and particularly New England, 
will ho iuvited to assist in providing a 
suitable monument. 

A committee, consisting of the presi- 
dents of tho five Newtou improvement 
societies, Avery L. Rand of Newton 
Centre, Walter U. Lawson of Newton. 
F. E. Dewson ot West Newton, E. E 
Hardy of Auburndale and Alexandci 
Tyler of Newton Highlands has been ap 
pointed to complete arrangements aud 
organize a permanent memorial commit- 
teo. 

This committee lias been in constant 
communication with prominent men in 
all parts of the city, and has completed 
tho organization of the permanent com 
mittee. Every one of tho seven wards 
will he represented by five men. These, 
with the original five, will constitute the 
permanent committee of 40. A number 
of the lending clergymen of the city, 
members of tho city council and repre 
seutative and public-spirited citizetis of 
all classes are included in its member- 
ship. 

The first meeting will be held at the 
Newton clubhouse Jau. 7, when a presi- 
dent, secretaries and a treasurer will be 
elected. The committee will at once 
enter into correspondence with improve- 
ment societies and hoards of selectmen 
in all parts of New Eugland. 

Requests will he made for contribu 
tions to a memorial fund, and a special 
effort will be made to interest Grand 
Army posts and the children in tho pub- 
lic schools. Assurances of cordial sup : 
port have already been received, and the 
committee expects to collect a largo fund 
with little difficulty. 

It is hoped that a sufficient sum can be 
secured to erect a statue of Dr. Smith on 
the common or near the entrance to the 
public playground at Newton Centre, 
eitbar of which spots is within a stone’s 
throw of the S. F. Smith homestead. 

The purchase of the house which was 
Dr, Smith’s home for 50 years for a nu- ; 
tioual museum will also be considered. 
It is understood that the dead poet’s 
family will uot bo opposed to the public 
ownership of tho house or its use as a 
repository for relics of the poet. Both 
matters will be considered at the first 
meeting of the committee, and a gen- 
eral plan will be deetded upon aud made 
public.

DIPHTHERIA GERMS. 

FRICTION BETWEEN THE NEWTON HOARD 
OF HEALTH AND THE HARVARD MEDI- 
CAL BHOOL. 


Newton’s valuation is $1,715 per 
capita, the highest of any city iu the 
State except Boston, which is $1,025 
Beverly comes next to Newtou with 
$1,170 ancbSpringfield follows witb$ 1,140. 
No other city reaches the thousand 
dollar mark. Newton’s high per capita 
valuation is a mark ot its prosperity, 
although of course some credit for it is 
due to tho activity of the assessors, who 
work haid every year to keep up with 
the mark of progress, 


The art exhibit to be given Jan. 20, 
promises to be a greater success even 
than last year, as already there aro more 
artists, who have promised to exhibit, 
than there were pictures last year, and a 
number of prominent English and French 
painters are among them.

Quarterly Meeting of Board of Trus- 
tees of the Mew toil Hospital. 


For tho past year nnd a half ''the Har- 
vard medical school has been furnishing 
the board of health of this city with cul- 
ture tubes and serum for ascertaining 
the presence of diphtheritic germs. 
These tubes have been furnished free of 
expense to the board, and in return all 
cultures have been sent to the Harvard 
school for examination, aud each ex- 
amination has been paid for. 

Returns from tlio Harvard medical 
school have not been made as soon as 
some of tho physicians of the city de- 
sired, and for that reason some of them 
during tho past few months have sent 
their culture to Dr. Arthur Hudson, a 
well known chemist of Newton. Mo has 
made examination and returned tho cul- 
ture with iiis report much quicker than 
was the case with the cultures sent to 
the medical school. 

Tho medical school, ascertaining that 
all of the cultures taken by tho Newtou 
physicians were not being returned 
to them for examination, sent a 
communication to the Newton board 
of health stating that they did not 
care to examiue any if they could not 
have all taken, and iutimatiug that the 
culture cases would not be longer free 
of expense. 

This communication came without in- 
timation and caused quite a sensation 
among those interested. Agent J, C. 
Brimblecom acted quickly. lie held a 
cousultaiiou with Chemist Hudson re- 
garding ttie making of oulturo cases aud 
as a result designs were made the latter 
part of last week and Wednesday were 
ready for use. The new oases are an im- 
provement over tho style used by the 
Harvard medical school, being smaller 
and more compact, and they consist of 
one copper box. with a sliding cover in- 
stead of two boxes, oue inside of tho 
other, as iu the case of the Harvard cul- 
ture cases. 

There is a difference of opinion in re- 
gard to what shall be done in relation to 
tbe examination of cultures. Many of 
the physicians of the city favor erecting 
a laboratory to be maintained by the city. 
The laboratory could bo located in the 
Newtou Hospital, whore a room could be 
secured reut free. Objectors to this plan 
say it would bo an expensive scheme: 
that it would cost in the neighborhood 
of $1000 to fit up the laboratory; that a 
competent mm to care for it would cost 
a least $1500 per year, and that there 
would be a continual outgo. They favor 
sendiug the cultures to Dr. Hudsou for 
examination. lie is a man of much ex- 
perience and has a laboratory fitted with 
all the necessary appliauces.

Thu diseaso 
is fortuuately very rare, aud this has led 
many people to doubt its existence, as 
nuo fiiend to dogs docs, who bus a letter 
in another column ridiculing the scare 
thut has boeu made over this case. That 
it docs exist, is proved by this case, but 
as the persons who wore bitten have 
been treated by the Pasteur method, this 
reduces their danger to a minimum, aud 
with proper care there is no great danger 
of other cases arising. ( Vwnuts of dogs 
should watch them carefully, and if they 
show any symptous of illness, •» they 
should be carefully eouiiiied, where they 
can do uo injury. Owners of dogs object 
to muzzling their puts, but they should 
lemuinber that this is necessary to allay 
public excitement.

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BOARD OF HEALTH. 

AN IMPORTANT HEARING ON THK ED- 
WARD SAND*’ S T A Itl.K. 

Turndav afternoon at City Hall before 
the board of health, Edward Sands of 
Newtnnville was given a hearing on his 
petition for a license to keep six horses 
on his premises off Cabot street. 

Mil. SANDS 

was the first to speak to tho board and 
he made a briet statement in which he 
said that while ho did not intend to keep 
six horses, yet he desired the permission 
so that he could keep tho horses should 
he so desire. 

MR. CIIARI.KS n. chknky 
spoke against the grantiug of tho peti- 
tion. lie stated that he had been driven 
into the matter, as it were. His house 
stood directly in front of Mr. Sauds’ 
stable, and at the piosent time in looking 
out from his dining room he could look 
directly into the stable. At any time 
during the day could be st on from one to 
fourteen horses in the yard; besides this, 
four men slept in the barn daily. 

Previous to the cold snap his family 
had been obliged to keep their windows 
open, and tho talk and profanity of these 
men was something that few persons 
would care to listen to. Ho also wont on 
to say that the men used liquoi and al- 
most daily they or their friends would 
make such a noise as to disturb the 
neighborhood. He was bringing up a 
family of small children, and thought 
that tho talk, etc., overheard, would have 
a very bad effect on them. With the 
teams and men loafing about the place 
one would thiuk he was running a cheap 
livery stable. and in fact he had 
been asked this question by persons 
passing by tbe house. Another phase 
of the matter aside from the noise and 
smell was tho damage it was doing to 
his property. Some weeks ago he had 
had a prominent roal estate man visit 
him and he bad asked him how much he 
placed the valuation of his estate. The 
former’s figures were three thousand 
dollars less than it hud cost him. This 
he felt was all due to the stable in the 
rear. 

DU. J. J. COXETEU 

auother resident of tbe neighborhood 
also spoke. He said the noise and the 
Btuell from the barn was a constant nui- 
sance and menace to the health of not 
ouly his family but tbe neighborhood. 
Duriug the summer and fall iu additiou 
to the horses about the place a number 
of pigs and cows had also been kept. 
These were constantly getting loose and 
wanderiug over his property aud destroy- 
ing the trees, etc. More thau once his 
family had been obliged to drive them 
off. Oue Sunday during tbe summer tbe 
smell ftom the baru became so uueudura- 
ble that he bad made an examination of 
the baru to see if the trouble could not 
be remedied. He had found the barn 
cellar full from ceiling to floor with 
manure, with the exceptiou of oue end 
which was a mass of ruuniug filth. On 
the edge of this mountain were two 
miserable bogs moving about. He did 
not feel sure but wbat if they had wan- 
dered off it they would have been 
drowned. 

The noise from the stable, particularly 
at night and on Sundays, was almost 
constant aud bis family bad great diffi- 
culty iu sleepiug. Horses were oeing 
ruu in aud out at all hours. When he 
received his tax bill this year he was 
somewhat surprised at its largeness and 
had visited the assessors in regard to ic. 
After some consideration they bad te- 
duced the tax considerably. The doctor 
thought that uo clearer proof thau this 
could be shown to illustrate how bis 
property had decreased iu value owiug to 
the proximity of the stahle. He for one, 
hoped that the trouble might not ouly be 
restricted but eradicated. 

M rs, Coxeter also made a few remaks 
after which the hearing was closed. 

The board after some consideration 
decided that Mr. Sands should be 
granted leave to withdraw ou his peti- 
tion,

Tho Mail Dog Scare. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

It seems high time that some sensible 
words should bo said on the alleged 
“mad dog” episode. In the first place 
many raeu of high standing in the scien- 
tific nnd medical world deny that there 
is such a thing as hydrophobia, and claim 
that there has never been a well-authen- 
ticated case of it on record. 

Second, there is no evidence, granting 
that there is such a disease, that this 
particular dog wus mad. There is no 
questiou but that lie was sick, and the 
uualysis of his stomach would prove this, 
and that he was uot responsible for his 
actions. Dogs are always chewing wood, 
hut ordinarily it does them no harm, but 
in this case the wood had remained iu 
his stomach and drove him frantic with 
pain, and as collie dogs have an uncer- 
tain temper, he naturally took to snap- 
ping at every one and every thing that 
came ueai him. Eveu u man, with a had 
attack of indigestrou, is often afflicted in 
the same way. 

Third, does auy one recall a singlo iu- 
stauce of a dog going mad from tire bite 
of a “mad” doc? Although a drligent 
reader of tho daily papers, which have 
mauy sensational accounts of “m id 
dogs,” I have never come across an in- 
stance of this, and cases where peoplo go 
mad after being bitteu are rarer still. 
Wo have isolated cases, few in number, 
where people have some illness that doc- 
tors cannot name nnd call “hydropho- 
bia,” hut it never becomes epidemic, aud 
possibly may bo only simple hysterics, 
where the patiout is scared to death. 

The receut order for the nnizzliug of 
all dogs is to my mind ail humbug, aud a 
grout cruelty on the unfortunate dogs. 
The disgusted air with which most of 
the sensible ones weur their muzzles is 
only the reflection of the opinion of 
mauy people upon the order. 

There are thousands of people bitten 
annually by dogs, some of whioh are 
called mad and some are uot, and the 
casts of eveu ullegod harm from such 
bites are in the proportion of about one 
to 001) cases. 

It is doubtful if, among all the physi- 
cians in Newton, oue of them has ever 
had a case of even alleged hydrophobia. 

Dog-iites are painful, of course, 
especially if indicted by some one olse’s 
dog, and if a dog is vicious, or has a h id 
temper, or is sick, he should he tied up 
and kept oonliued, hut to ask that well- 
behaved and healthy dogs should be 
muzzled for the next four months is 
simple folly. 

Precautions are all well enough, 
especially fur uervous people, as it ulluys 
their fears, and so nr events their imagi- 
nations tunning wild, hut it has always 
seemed to he that hydrophobia is wiio of 
those disouses ouly to ho reached by tiro 
“faith cure” specialists.

STRKF.T RAILWAY HEARING— MR. KINDER ' 
DESCRIBES HIS LIQUOR SALES — MONEY , 
APPROPRIATED FOR WIDENING PARK | 
AND TRKMONT STREET. 

Both branches of the city council were 
in session Monday night and a large 
amount of business was done, cleaning 
up niattors for the;yoar. 

In the board of aldermen all the mem- 
bers were present oxoept Alderman 
Bullard, and President D jgen presided. 

A communication from II. B. Parker, 
Geo. W. Morse and James W. French 
was receivod protesting against assess- 
ment of betterments for the boulovard on 
land on Valentino street, which they 
claimed was not bonefitted by the boule- 
vard. A hoaring was granted for Dec, 
30, at 7.45. 

Daniel Quill was granted a hack liconse 
a; Chestnut Hdl and II. A. Bosworth one 
at Nowtonville. 

Jas. Conneaught applied for an under- 
taker’s license and was referred to the 
license committee. 

Geo. \V. Bush applied for permit to 
build a one srory brick stable to take the 
place of the wooden structure adjoining 
his own stable and occupied by Geo. H. 
rearson. The applicant stated that he 
owned all the adjoining land except a 
striD of 20 feet on the westerly side, and 
the stable was to accommodate sixteen 
horses. Hearing was granted for Dec. 
30, at 8 o’clock. 

The hearing on the Telephone Co’s ap- 
plications to attach wires to sixteen gas 
poles on Winsor road, was held and no 
one protested. On the Grove street peti- 
tion, Chas. P. Darling protested and 
Superintendent Albree stated that the 
object was to givo a telephone to M. H. 
Clark. No protests were received 
against wires on Lincoln and Harrison 
streets, 

A communication from J. M. Hastings, 
protesting against bettorments was met 
oy the statement that the matter had 
been adjusted. 

H. P, Dearborn was granted permit to 
move building across Washington street, 
to rear of Barlow’s blacksmith shop. 

Mrs. Walter Fiske’s application for 
license for an intelligence office was re- 
ferred. 

The Telephone Co’s petitions for pol*s 
and wires on Greenough and Chapel 
streets were referred to the next city 
government. 

An order was passed creating an excess 
and deficiency account. 

An order was passed that the mayor 
petition the legislature for an act allow- 
ing the city to increase its indebtedness 
outside of the debt limit, for the widen- 
ing of Washington, Park and Tremont 
streets. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
mayor to sell 2,784 feet of land on the 
boulevard near Rice street, at a price not 
less than 30 cents a foot, and to credit 
the amount received to the sewer sink- 
ing fund. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$1,500 for the investigation of the grade 
crossing question on the south side of 
the city and the preparation of plans for 
the separation of grades. 

The highway committee reported on 
the laying out of Claremont street, and 
reported the following list of assess- 
ments on the estates bsuelitted: J. C. 
Chaffin, $202; Mrs. Kenway, $142.80; F. 
E. Peabody, $102; Geo. C. Lord, $45.00; 
Edward Siwyer, $204; Gilman Brackett, 
$130 GS ; John Fiske, $213 00, and the 
city treasurer was authorized to collect 
the same. 

THE MAD DOG SCARE. 

A long communication was received 
from Bruce R. Ware, calling attention to 
the fact that many dogs were not 
muzzled and others had merely a strap 
around their j iws, which would not pre- 
vent their biting, and suggesting that 
the police should be ordered to kill all 
such dogs. 

Alderman Tolman thought it would be 
hard work to discriminate between the 
dogs that belonged in the muzzled dis- 
trict and those that did not. and only 
crossed the line on a visit. 

In regard to the kiud of muzzle, City 
Clerk Kingsbury stated that the law was 
very vague, and any kind of a muzzle 
would fill the requirements. 

Aldermeu Paimmer aud Hamilton 
thought a sufficient muzzle should be re- 
quired, and the police was ordered to 
see that the law was carried out. 

THE KINDER HEARING, 

Next came a long bearing on the ques 
Lion of revoking the sixth class license 
of Chas. W, Kiuder, druggist at Nonau- 
turn. 

Mr. J. V. Goodrich, vho appeared for 
Mr. Kinder, suggested that the matter 
was one for the license committee, and 
it was hardly fair to take up so much 
time of the full board, when a committee 
hearing would answer every purpose. 

Alderman Greene said it was a very 
serious matter, whicli concerned every 
druggist iu Newton, and that to vote in- 
telligently in the matter, every member 
should know how ttie law had been vio- 
lated. 

Mr. i . rid after sat h a state- 

ment, lie hoped the hearing wotAd be 
held. 

Alderman White asked what were the 
charges. 

Alderman Greene said the hearing was 
to allow Mr. Kinder to prove why his 
license should not be revoked. 

Alderman White asked why not sum- 
mon every apothecary in the city, we 
know they all sell a good deal of liquor, 
aud he would like to hear the charges 
made against Mr. Kiuder. 

Mr. Kinder then was put through a 
rigid cross examination by Alderman 
Greene. 

He stated that October aud November 
were very sickly mouths and he had 
made many sales of liquor, but claimed 
that after the visit of Neigeaul Clay and 
Alderman Greene, his sales had been re- 
duced from 80 or more a day to 25. He 
sold more, as since Mr. Grace lost his 
license, there were only two drug stores 
iu Nouantum. He produced his hooks 
and Alderman Greene stated that his 
visit was on Nov. 6th, and iu spite of the 
caution he had given, the books showed 
an average of 74 sales per day from the 
0th to the 14th. 

Mr. Kinder said he could only ask if it 
was required for medicine, aud if it 
seemed probable that it was he made the 
bale. 

Alderman llamiltou asked what was 
the average amount sold, and Mr. 
Kiqder read from his book, showiug 
most of the calls were for half a niut. 
He never sol-1 to minors aud he had been 
iu business there for 15 years, ami had 
done business iu a satisfactory way, us 
no complaints had been made agaiust 


him. He did not sell to the sumo party 
every day. 

Alderman Hamilton suggested that a 
pint of whiskey for medicine only ought 
to last a long time. 

Mr. Kinder said ho would be glad to 
adopt any suggestion the bontd might 
make, and he had asked the police to 
give him names of those to whom lie 
ought not to sell, and ho had a list of 
me i whom he would not soli to. 

Alderman Greene asked how many 
sales he had made the next day after the 
talk with Sergeant Clay. The hooks i 
showed 77, and on the third day after, 
87. 

in reply to Mr. Goodrich, lie stated 
th it lie sold to any one who applied and 
who claimed it was for medicine, if he 
saw no reason to doubt the statement. 
If other druggists kept as strict an ac- 
count ns he did, ho thought they would 
be ahead of him, 

Alderman Plummer asked if after the 
kitchen bar rooms had been closed, if 
his sales had not increased, and ho re- 
plied that they may have done so. 

Ex alderman S. A. D. Sheppard was 
called on to preseut the views of tho 
state board of pharmacy, of which ho 
was formerly a member, and also a 
druggist who did a largo business. 

He said that under the law of 1894 the 
board was given tho duty of carrying out 
tho law regulating the O h class liquor 
licenses, and tho board was made up of 
men, who honestly strove to do their full 
duty. It was not a pleasant duty, but 
as they had bpen given the power, they 
had to do it to the best of their ability. 
They had refused to grant licenses to 
druggists, and had published in Boston 
and other papers a lengthy explanation 
of their views on the subject, and the 
rules that governed their acts. The 
legislature had put on the board the re- 
sponsibility of interpreting the law. The 
board took tho grouud that very little 
liquor was required for medicine, and as 
they were all druggists of 20 or more 
years experience, they knew of what 
they affirmed. The intent of tho law, 
they said, was that drug stores should 
sell only for strictly mediclual purposes, 
and should not run a saloon. Tho aver- 
age sales of liquor in a drug store should 
not exceed three a day, and under no 
circumstances should exceed 10. 

In reply to Alderman Greene he said 
that possibly iu Nonantum, a druggist 
might be given tho full limit, but ho 
could not make more than 10 strictly 
legitimate sales a day. 

In reply to Alderman Hamilton he 
stated that he was a druggist in Boston, 
and his sales were not over 3 a day. 

Iu reply to Alderman White, lie ad- 
mitted that his store was in a license 
district, and that many saloons were in 
the same district. The state board 
would not give a certificate to a druggist 
unless he was a man of good character, 
and they had a paid agent who was 
travelling through the state all the time; 
they kept up a large correspondence, 
and they were establishing resident 
agents in every town. They would cer- 
tainly revoke a certificate, if they found 
a man was making 50 sales a day. 

Mr. Goodrich asked if they had not 
given Mr. Kiuder a certificate, and Mr. 
Sheppird replied that they had, as 
Alderman GreeDe’s name was signed to 
the application. 

Sergeant Clay stated that he was over 
this district, and found that on election 
day at 0 30, there had been 07 sales, on 
Nov. 4tb, 03 sales, on the 2nd, S4 sales. 
He bad told Mr. Kinder that if ho did 
not stop making so many sales he 
should report him. He next called on 
the 10*.h, and found on the 0th there had 
been 77 sales, on the 9:li, 87; outlie llrli,* 
08; on the 12tb, 80; on the 14 : h . 70 
From Dec. 3 to 23, Mr, Kinder had made 
440 sales, an average of 22 a day, There 
were eight licensed drug stores in his 
district, and the average sales in the 
others were from 2 to 15 a day. Asked 
if some did not sell without recording 
the sales, be replied that he suspected 
that they did, aud he also suspected Mr. 
Kinder of doing so. He thought Mr. 
Kinder sold more than all the others. 
People in the district accused him of 
persecuting poor women who had a lot 
of childreu to support, aud lettiug a free 
rum drug store go free. 

In reply to Mr. Goodrich he said he 
had giveu the name of one man to Mr. 
Kiuder, who made a bad use of liquor, 
and he did not think he had sold to 
him. 

Mr. Goodrich said the boaid was 
sitting iu a judicial capacity, anti ought 
to treat this man fairly. Up to a few 
weeks ago there was no hint that he was 
not conducting his business fairly and 
satisfactorily. He has not violated any 
law, ouly gone contrary to the theory of 
the board of pharmacy, which they 
never carried into practice. lie had 
kept a list of unfit persons, and did not 
sell to them. If you have any suggestions 
be will be glad to follow them, but be 
ought not to be punished when he has 
tried to follow the law. Nouantum is a 
veiy sickly place, full of malaria, and 
has had au epidemic of measles and 
diphtheria, and other diseases, and the 
people there are too poor to employ a 
doctor and when ill they regard whiskey 
or gin ns a cure-all, and send for it, so it 
can not be compared with drug stores iu 
Xewtou proper, or iu Boston where 
there are a hundred saloons withiu a 
stone’s throw. He will he glad to do 
anything you suggest; if you tell him to 
limit his sales to a ceitiin number a day, 
lie will tie glad to do it, and the evidence 
shows that he has not violated the law, 
but has tried to follow it as iie under- 
stood it. It would b» uufair to revoke 
bis license now, let it go to the end of 
the year and then if you see fit you can 
refuse him a license. 

Alderman Greeueread from the license, 
which says the license is issued only for 
sales for medicinal, or mechanical pur- 
poses, and it is not intended that they 
shall be an essential feature of his busi- 
ness, but simply incidental. A druggist 
can not be a rumseller under this license, 
aud the case is a very important one as 
it will affect other druggists. The police 
have done a noble work iu shutting up 
the kitchen bar rooms, but tho board 
should help them by refusing to allow 
druggists to do a saloon business. 

Later in the evening, the board voted 
that the license of Mr. Kinder had been 
forfeited under the law. 

HI'RUCK STREET. 

Alderman l’lummer presented au order 
accepting tho gift of land and money for 
tin* laying out of Spruce strout, Nowton- 
ville, to be known us Madison avenue, 
and authorizing* the mayor to exeeuto 
agreements witti the parties, accepting 
these offers in lieu of al! betterments, 
and uu order was passed for tho execu- 
tion of tho work, and $2,500 appropriated 
for Lhe same, the money to bo raised by 
a two year vote at 4 per cent, which the 
city treasurer was authorized to issue. 

The unexpended balaucus for drains 
on Lexington, Coucord, Austin and 
Kdiuboro streets, were continued to next 
year. 

The Telephone Co, was granted loca- 
tions ou Ujylston, Cook ami Crafts 
streets. 

The uuexpetided ba’anco of $52,009 
for street wideuiugs was continued 


until next yenr, and also the work on im- 
provement of Grant avenue. 

It was voted inexpedient to make In- 
vestigation of the sanitary arrangements 
of the city school buildings nt present. 

A petition was received for the grad- 
ing of sidewalks on Sumner street. 

A petition from B. S. Hatch and 109 
others for tho extension of Crescent 
street, West Newton, across the B. A A. 
tracks, was received and reforred. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Atkinson protested 
against tho assessment of betterments 
from tho laying out of the boulevard, as i 
it had been a damage to her estate, and a i 
hoaring was sot for Deo. 30, nt 8,30. 

NEEDHAM STREET RAILWAY. 

At 10.30 a hearing was opened on the 
petition of the Needham & Newton 
Street Railway fora location on Brown- 
ing road, Cypress and Parker streets. 

Mr. Aivord appeared to favor the peti- 
tion, as it would open up so much unoc- 
cupied land, and increase the taxable 
property of the city. It would he of 
great benefit to Parker street and Glen- 
wood road, as land now was too far from 
the station to bo developed. 

Mr. Forbush said (lie petition had the 
signatures of tho largo property owners 
along tho route, tho Pettee Machine Co., 
Mas on & Wells, Bowker & Wills, and 
was tho only practicable route through 
this part of tho city, and it would bo for 
the interest of Newton Centre and Now- 
ton Highlands. Tho streets were all 50 
feet wide. 

Mr. Chandler of Brookline said ho did 
not appear as a remonstrant, but to re- 
mind the board that part of tho route 
was that of tho projected Nowtou & 
Brooklino Street Iiiilway. 

Mr. Charles C. Everett appeared as a 
remonstrant against any location being 
granted ou Parker street, unless tho 
street was widened. 

A remonstrance against tho location 
on any of tho three streets was received 
from Dwight Chester, Mrs. E. C. Dudley, 
John A. Daniels and others. 

Chas. R. White and Wm. C. Bray also 
sent in a protest ngaiust the location 
asked for. 

The hearing was a prolonged and 
tedious ono, without any featuros of im 
portauce, hut it finally came to an end. 

No one appeared at tho bearing on tho 
petition lor street railway tracks ou 
Centre street from the square at Newton 
Centre to the railroad crossing. 

The committee on street railways re- 
ported in favor of granting the petition 
of the Commonwealth avenue street rail- 
way company, for location for their 
tracks on Centre street from the boule- 
vard to Beacon street, under the follow- 
ing conditions. That as the placing of a 
street railway ou this street will proba 
bly call for an expensive widening, the 
railway company must pay into the city 
treasury $5.0C0; 2nd, that they prot ure 
an agreement from tho Newton & Bos- 
ton company, to remove ’bo tracks from 
Willow, Sumner aud Beacon streets, and 
that they permit said c-ompauy to use 
the tracks ou Centre street, for a reason- 
able compensation. 90 lb. rails must be 
used, and where tracks are in the centre 
of the street they must be paved inside 
and IS inches outside, aud when on the 
side of the street, must be covered with 
crushed stone. 

The board adjourned at 11.40 

The common council transacted con- 
current business only.

There was no 
difficulty about a clerk, Mr. Brimblecoro 
having every vote, but there was a lively 
contest for president, Messrs, Wiug.Park- 
er, Ober, and Roberts being the leading 
candidates, with scattering votes for 
others. Mr. Wiug started off with six 
votes, and these stuck to him all through 
the fifteen ballots. Mr. Parker had four 
firm friends, Mr. Ober 2, and Mr. Roberts 
2. Some of the members amused them- 
selves by scattering their votes, so that 
tho figures varied ou the different 
ballots, Mr. Parker atone time getting (j, 
and Messrs. Roberts aud Ober going up 
aud down. Finally ou the 15th ballot 
the two Roberts men went over to Wing, 
giviug him 8 votes aud a tnaj >my. There 
was no complimuutai y voting by the 
candidates themselves, evidently, aud 
the coutest meant business from start to 
finish. The result eusures a first class 
presiding officer in Mr. Wiug.

A few of the introductory pages woro 
road from Henry George’s reply to tho 
Pope’s Encyclical on the condition of 
labor containing tbo postulates of tho 
singlo tax theory, tho primary percep- 
tions of tho human roason, tbo funda- 
mental teachings of tho Christian faith. 

Kev. Samuel Brazier spoke of tho Con- 
centration of Woalth. There is no class 
of woalth producers of whom it is not 
true that their proportionate share of 
the national wealth is gradually doclin- 
ing, Under present conditions it must 
continue to dooliue. It is not accidental 
it is inevitable. The world of man just 
as much as tho world of matter is sub- 
ject to unvarying laws. What tho law 
of gravitation is to tho material world 
the great law of rent is to tho social 
world. It explains tho concentration of 
wealth and the existence of wide spread 
poverty. It regards land values as the 
natural provision for public needs and 
condomns their private appropriation. 

The stocks and bonds of a railway com- 
pany represent in additiou to its plant 
practically nothing but the legal right to 
tho exclusive use of certain tracts of 
land. Equal laws would secure the 
wealth produced by individuals or com- 
panies to its producers, and that pro- 
duced by the community for public uses

will bo no worse, but a little better off 
than before.

Question— But is not this con- 
fiscation? Answer— Bather it is putting 
a stop to confiscation, but oven admitting 
tho seeming injustice, is it not better to 
risk a little injustice to six millions than 
to continue a greater wrong to more 
than sixty millions?

The following rend by Mr. Bradshaw 
was written in 1887, years before he had 
even heard of the Single Tax: 

NO TRESPASSING ON THESE GROUNDS. 

All of you doubtlessly havo seen 
boards stuck up on various plats of 
ground bearing the above legend. “No 
trespassing on these grounds,” is per- 
fectly plain and easily understood; it 
means simply that the owner objects to 
the public using his grounds for a “short 
cut,” as a depository for coal ashes and 
garbage, a pasture for cows, or, in short, 
for any purpose whatsoever. The 
owner has a lawful right to forbid tres- 
passing, and in a practical and conven- 
tional point of view there is nothing 
further to be said, But the philosophical 
mind not satisfied with a supeiflcial 
view of things loves to probe under the 
surface, bre.tk up conventionalities, aud 
resolve things into their primal ele- 
ments. In this state of mind let us ask 
the owner of this ground while ho is for- 
bidding us to trespass on it, what is this 
piece of ground? His answer must bo, 
if the answer be a true one, this ground 
is a piece of the planet earth, an integral 
poition or the solar system, in short a 
part of God’s universe, aud thus reading 
between the lines, of “No trespassing on 
these grounds” we fiud the owner pro- 
claiming himself a partner of the Great 
Creator iu tho ownership of the universe.

Upper Falls History. 

Newtou Upper Falls, Dec. 2S, 1805. 
To tho Editor of tho Ghvphlc:— 

1 wish to correct an item or two iu 
your report in Friday’s paper relative to 
historic matters pertaining to the Metho- 
dist society in Newton Upper Falls. It 
is true the meeting house was built iu 
1827-8 by the Unitarians and occupied by 
them about five years, when it was sold 
to tho Methodists iu the summer of 1832 
aud has since been owuod by them. The 
street alongside of it was simply a lead- 
ing way or farm road, part of which is 
now oalied Kocklaud place aud extends 
uorthenstly to Circuit street, There 
was uo High street at that time, it being 
built in 1834. There were uo lioiso sheds 
built ou the church lot until 1848, previ- 
ous to that time horses were tied to a 
row of hitching posts or rings in a tight 
board fence near tho southwest corner of 
the enclosure where tho street is now 
located. Sept. 14, 1848, tho trustees 
voted to allow horse sheds to be built 
upon the society’s grounds on the con- 
ditions, that they lie used for uo other 
purpose, but for shelter for horses anil 
carriages during service time ou Suuday 
and week day meetings, aud that they be 
removed from the premises within sixty 
days irom the time the trustees issue a 
uotice for their removal, and in case any 
owuer wishes to dispose of right in tho 
sheds the trustees shall have the lirst 
right to buy at a price uot exceeding the 
lirst cost of the same. At the time the 
church was built iu 1828, there were no 
houses in the village iu that vicinity 
uast.uf Chestnut street, aud the luud was 
largely coveted with forest trees < 
partially cleared for pasturage.

There was a very interesting hearing 
at City Hall on Monday night, over the 
case of Druggist Kinder of Nonantum, 
and the discussion took a very wide 
range, and was made to cover the whole 
question of tho relation of druggists to 
the liquor business. 

In regard to the case in question, it 
appeared that there had beeu an extra- 
ordinary number of sales, although 
there was no evidence that the law had 
not been complied with. 

But the address of ex-Aldermau S. A. 
D. Sheppard showed that the state board 
of pharmacy which, by the law of 1894, 
has charge of the business throughout 
the state, have very strict views on this 
question, and that every druggist who 
averages more than ten sales a day is in 
danger of losing his certificate from the 
board. The fee tor the sixth class license 
is so small, that it is evident that it was 
never intended that druggists should 
make a business of selliug liquor, and the 
state board of pharmacy have beeu given 
such full powers, that they have deter- 
mined to make a very sharp distinction, 
between the legitimate business of an 
apothecary, and that of a liquor seller. 

Of course the case of a druggist in a 
license city, such as Boston, where he is 
surrounded by saloons, aud that of one 
in a no-license town, is very different, 
and the board probably appreciates this. 
The former would only have a call from 
those people who would want it strictly 
for medicine, and imagine that a drug- 
gist would keep a purer article thau the 
regular dealer. The latter is in a very 
different position, and would have mauy 
times the number of calls, aud they 
might ail be of a legitimate character. 

As Mr. Goodrich pointed out, the class 
of people in Nonantum imagiue that a 
dose of whiskey or gin is a cure-all for 
every sort of complaint, and when 
wealthy people call in a doctor, they get 
a half pint of whiskey, but which remedy 
is the more efficacious no one seemed to 
have the courage to state. 

It is certainly much be’ ter to have all ! 
the sales made at a regular store, than in I 
the kitchen barroom, as there the matter ■ 
can bo regulated, and the police, by | 
scrutinizg the books can easily see if | 
sales are made to unfit persons, or those 
whom they know will make an improper : 
use of it. 

The druggists can also be warned when 
they are fouud to be makiug that their j 
chief business, and such warnings will 
be heeded, as the peualty is ready at 
hand. The hearing will serve a useful , 
purpose, in makiug all the druggists in ' 
the city more scrupulous to avoid even 
the appearance of any wrong doiug. 

The whole matter is a troublesome 
oue, aud the board’s action in revoking 
the license in this case shows that the r 
warnings must be respected. 


The war scare has about subsided and 
eveu those Boston papers that were 
most badly frightened setni to be te. 
covering slowly, aud are almost iu a con- 
dition to see that President Cleveland’s 
message did not necessarily mean war, 
aud that lie could not have taken any 
other position without a loss of national 
honor. It is curious to note that the 
same class of people who wero tories iu 
the revolution, aud bitter critics of 
PreBideut Lincoln at the beginning of 
oar civil war, are uow denouncing Presi- 
dent Cleveland, aud some of the learned 
college professors really furnish a great 
deal of amusement by their stiictures. 
One fuuuy incident was the cry that the 
country had lost a hundred millions or 
more by the message, because the specu- 
lators who were carrying stocks ou a 
margin had to put up more money or 
lose ou their little ’‘fliers.” The stocks 
pay the same dividends us before, are 
worth just the same, aud what oue 
speculator lost another won, so thut it is 
difficult to see where or how the country 
us a whole is the poorer. 


Thk Common Council has solved the 
problem of electiug a President, aud 
has chosen Mr. Mitchell Wing out of 
the half dozen or so candidates, who 
were in the tield. They have ceitaiuly 
made an excellent choice, as Mr. Wing is 
iu every way v% ell- fitted for the position, 
aud the members may feel sure of having 
perfectly fair treatment iu the making 
up of the committees.

A report was re- 
ceived from the committee on text books 
recommending the adoption of tho fol 
ling books in the primary aud grammar 
schools; Eclectic Series of School Read- 
ings, Scenes from Foreign Lands, Fairy 
Tales and Fables, aud lllorgans’ Patri- 
otic Citizen.

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Hydrophobia not nn Imaginary , 
Disease. 


Newton, Dec. 20. 180.*>. j 
To the Editor of the Gu.vrmr: 

I wan siirprisetl to read the at tide In 
your paper of last week signed a “Friend 
to Doga,” and deploro the ignorance of 
the writer. I have lately nntlo many 
anxious enquiries regatding the disoase J 
of hydrophobia, have consulted promi- 
nent physicians and eminent authorities, 
and find tha' it is a disease most cle •re- 
established by statistics and the experi- 
ence of medical men. That anybody 
Should deny its existence is beyond my 
comprehension. Authenticated deaths 
by hydrophobia are recorded of idiots 
and infants, iu which fright and nervous 
fears could have had no influence. Did 
fright cause the deaths of the two rab- 
bits which died last Thursday? 

1 admit that rabies is a rare disease iu 
this country, and it does not follow be- 
cause an animal is sick, or rushes foam- 
ing at the mouth through the streets 
that it has that disease, but when it has 
been demonstrated as in the present case, 
that a dog having labies has been ruu- 
ning at large iu our midst, it is a very 
serious matter, and the greatest care 
must be taken to prevent other cases 
from developing. Horses, cattle, cats 
and other animals, as well as dogs, may 
have been bitten, and should all be care 
fully watched, and at the slightest signs 
of illuess. be confined until the nature of 
the disease has been determined. Re- 
member, that rabies is a violeut germ 
disease, and that but a scratch from a 
rabid animal's tooth can and has commu- 
nicated it, as well as the deep incidot). 
This calls to my mindau instance related 
to me by Dr. Gibier, the head of the 
Pasteur Institute in New Yoik. A little 
girl and her uurse weie bilteu by a pet 
dog, the child so badly about tbe bead 
that several stitches were taken in her 
scalp; the nurse was scratched by the 
dog’s teeth so slightly that she gave it 
no further thought. The little girl took 
the Pasteur treatment and is alive and 
well; the uurse died a mouth after being 
bitteu, of hydrophobia. I could also re- 
late other instances, but do not wish to 
take up your space. If fatal cousequeuces 
do not result from the injuries inflicted 
in the present case, it will be due to the 
genius of the great Frenchman, who 
spent years of his life in perfecting this 
great cure for mankind. While not in- 
fallible, it is a great safeguard, and has 
undoubtedly saved many lives. I sin- 
cerely hope that the laws governing dogs 
will be rigidly enforced. 

A minority of our citizens keep dogs, 
and as I believe the majority cousider 
them as I do, a relic of barbarism iu 
civilized precincts, I think that all own- 
ers of such animals should bo willing to 
acquiesce to regulations concerning them. 
While I am willing to admit that certaiu 
breeds of dogs which are trained to save 
life are valuable aids to society, and have 
no critic sm to make ou such owners as 
keep tli ir dogs witbiu bouuds, I do hold 
to the opinion that the average dog, 
which we see running riot over well 
kept lawns, rooting up plants, destroy- 
ing vegetables, killing fowl, placiug lives 
iu jeopardy by barking aud running at 
horses, and at night incessantly bowline, 
so as to keep sleep away from the sick, 
aud those tired with their day’s labor, is 
not a helpful, but a destructive animal. 
The small pet dog which is bathed, 
combed aud scented, which runs alter i s 
mistress shivering with cold, a pitiable 
object to behold, is as likely lo bite aud 
give the dread disease as the large New 
Foundlaud or mastiff which lies before 
his master’s door, and barks aud growls 
at the lady who advances tremblingly to 
announce her presence. 

\Ve use all our eudeavors to give our 
cliildreu such iusttuction in our schools 
and homes that they may grow up with 
good moral characters. 1 desire to ask 
the “Friend to Dogs” if he tbiuks the 
actions of dogs upon our stieets such as 
to encourage a moral sMudard? 

I do not care to discuss the question of 
the right of the dog to live, all animals 
exist iu the form they were desigued. 
The wolf lives; the dog is his first cousin, 
aud although less ferocious, has most ot 
bi» characteristics The wolf is kept iu 
bis place, and the dog should be also, 
aud it seems to me that the dog does not 
belong to the advanced civilization in 
which we are now living The disease 
of rabies is very commou among the 
wolves of Russia, aud 1 am 'old that it is 
a matter of doubt whether this disease 
lies latent in the animal, to be possibly 
developed liter, or is always caused by 
inoculation from another animal. If the 
first theory is true, tlieu every dog is au 
object of suspicion. 

1 regret the necessity of my writing 
this letter to you, as L did not intend to 
rush into priut, hu f . when I see efforts 
made to consider the comfort of dogs 
lirst before the lives of men, when the 
life of the smallest child is worth mnie 
tbau the comfort of all the (logs iu the 
universe, 1 think it is time for some one 
to protest. 

You will kindiy i ffix my name when 
you priut this letter, as 1 do not believe 
iu anonymous communications. If a 
writer considers his article good enough 
to priut aud be circulated, he should 
deem it worthy of his signature.

FAMOUS POLITICAL PHRASE. 

— 

CTneri In Different Form- !»▼ I.lnenln, The- j 
odor** Parker uml Webster, 

In n letter bended “Not Lincoln’s 
Own Words,” a correspondent points 
out that the words “government of t ho 
people, by the people, for the people,” 
in the famous Gettysburg address wore 
not original with Lincoln. He attempts 
to fnrtfier show that they were original 
with Henry Wilson, and were quoted by 
Lincoln from a letter written in 1800 
hy Wilson to certain persons in Boston. 

In a speech delivered at the New 
England nntislnvery convention, Boston, 
May 20, 1S">0, by Theodore Parker, may 
be found the expression “a government 
of all the people, hy all the people, for 
all the people,” the exact language, 
with the exception of one word, of that 
ascribed to Wilson and employed by 
Lincoln. Bnt still further back had the 
same idea been expressed in substantial- 
ly the same way by Daniel Webster in 
one of his most splendid oratorical ef- 
forts, whose every phrase was familiar 
to nil patriotic Americans long before 
Parker uttered his speech or Wilson 
wrote bis letter. In his second speech 
on Foot’s resolution, Jan. 2(1, 1830, 
Webster used these words, “The people’s 
government, made for the people, mode 
by the people and answerable to the 
people. ’ ’ 

The phrase discussed belongs no moro 
to Wilsou than to Lincoln. The words 
can no more be said to have been 
“qnoted” by Lincoln from Wilson than 
from Parker or Webster. Lincoln was 
familiar with the writings mid speeches 
of Parker. He had probably never seen 
this particnlar letter of Wilson’s. That 
bis language should be exactly the same 
ns that of the latter was a coincidence, 
but probably nothing more. The phrase 
was merely the expression, in the sim- 
plest, most direct language, of the glo- 
rious yet popular aud familiar idea of 
the constitution and object of our form 
of government. The expression cannot 
be ascribed to any one man. Lincoln 
does not give the statement as a positive 
declaration — as a new coined phrase in- 
tended to add to his laurels ns a public 
speaker, but uses the words ns descrip- 
tive of our government iu uttering the 
resolve that it '‘shall not jierish from 
the earth. ” 

That some words of the speech had 
been said before does not detract from 
the beauty or grandeur of Lincoln’s ad- 
dress as a whole. His speech, which lias 
been declared to be the greatest iu the 
records of oratory of our own or auy 
other country, was so not because it was 
the labored and polished effort of n 
practiced orator, bnt because of the 
greatness of the man, as a man, who 
uttered it.-*- Washington Star. 

SELLING A MINE. 

A Western Mnu's Great Lurk In Dlnpo«liiK 
of 111* Property. 

“It is the easiest thing ou earth to 
sell a mine iu London for almost any 
price, provided you have anything to 
show au expert,” said Major Frank Mc- 
Laughlin. “There is also a right way 
aud a wrung way to go about it. Some 
time ago I went to London to negotiate 
the sale of some mining property. Of 
course, the first thing I had to do was 
to let capital know what I was there 
for. Then, when inquiries commenced, 
I simply said : ‘Gentlemen, I have min- 
ing property to sell. If you mean busi- 
ness and want to buy, send your expert 
out to examine the property aud make 
a report ou it. You will know tlieu 
what yon ure buying. 1 

“A company was organized. The ex- 
pert examined tho property and reported 
favorably, and a meeting was held to 
discuss terms. 

*‘ ‘Now, major,’ said the spokesman, 
‘we have found that the property may 
be worth something. What is your 
price?’ 

“ ‘Two hundred and fifty thousand, ’ 
said I. 

“ ‘That is more than we oxpected to 
pay. We expected to pay about 200,- 
000. There is not much difference be- 
tween 200,000 and 250,000. If you will 
drop the 00,000 we will take it. ’ 

“I expected to get about $100,000 for 
the property, so with a show of reluc- 
taucy I agreed to accept their offer. 
When the papers were made out, I was 
surprised to learn that they hud been 
talking about pounds and I about dol- 
lars, but I was very careful not to let 
my surprise leak, and that is the way I 
got $1,000,000 for the mine. Great peo- 
ple to do business with. ” — Sau Fran- 
cisco Post. 


Cocoanut* In Florida. 

Quite a number of tropical nuts have 
recently been introduced into cultiva- 
tion iu this country. Already ou the 
east coast of Florida ore growing 250,000 
cocoanut trees, 42,000 being iu one 
plantation. It is believed that the first 
trees of this kind in that state sprouted 
from nuts brought from Central Ameri- 
ca uml the West Indies by the gulf 
stream. At Key West aud about some 
of the old forts cocoauuts were planted 
at an early day, as certaiu ancient trees 
now standing bear witness. Iu 1877 a 
bark freighted with cocoaunts was 
caught iu u storm off tho coast of Flori- 
da and beached near Lake Worth. Sev- 
eral thousands of the nuts were saved 
uml planted, the satisfactory growth of 
tho seedlings giving au impetus to cul- 
tivation. — New York World.

Haskell’* interest iu the welfare of New- 
ton aud of the Commouwealtb in general, 
made it emiueutly proper that ho should 
be honored in this way as lie euieis upon 
his new work. But 111 addition this 
meeting revealed the iutouso interest 
which is felt iu the preservation and im- 
provement of the Charles river hy intel- 
ligent uml representative citizeuts iu all 
the distiicls adjacent. 

The muss of the residents iu this large 


territory nro not, aware of tho groat perils 
to health which will result from m*gl»ct- 
ing to secure tin* pioporty along the 
banks now, nor do they lealize wlmt a 
loss it will bn to have tho beauty of the 
most beautiful section of the state for- 
ever mat red. 

The people in genernl have not waked 
up to the importance of this river, bnt 
tho meeting showed that a good number 
wen- more than wide awake. They were 
enthusiastic and their enthusiasm must 
be contageous. • 

It would he well if every citizen in this 
large district could be induced to give a 
few minutes attention to the subject, for 
no one can study it. without coming to 
the conclusion that the river must be 
kept pure and the banks must be held 
for the benefit of the people.

Langford for keeping this matter so con- 
stantly before us.

WAS PARADISE AT THE NORTH POLE 7 

Hinny Geologist* Contend Tlint the Garden 

of Kilen Was In tho Arctic Regions. 

In nu interesting und highly instruct- 
ive article Edward S. Martin, in the 
Ladies’ Homo Jourmil, reviews the nu- 
merous theories advanced by scientists 
iu tho endeavor to solvo tho perplexing 
problem as to tho exact location of the site 
of tho garden of Eden. After sifting the 
theories the writer concludes that the 
question is do nearer answered than it 
was 2,000 years ago, aud that there are 
no present indications that tho matter 
will ever bo definitely settled by any 
man. To one of tho latest and most in- 
genious theories Mr. Martin thus re- 
fers : 

Tho north pole will seem at first 
thought of the average investigator the 
most unlikely’ s^3 on earth for paradise 
to have occupied. Nevertheless several 
sober and thoughtful books and pam- 
phlets have been written in support of 
tho north pole’s pretensions. The north 
pole nowadays is bitter cold, but it has 
not always beeu so. Geologists tell us 
that the earth was excessively hot 
when it first began its course — much too 
hot to admit of tho preseuce of any liv- 
ing creatures, except, perhaps, a sala- 
mander. As it grew cooler vegetation 
began on it, and then it began to bo 
peopled, first with fishes, nnd then with 
birds and beasts, finally with man. 

Tho first spot on earth to got cool 
enough to use wus tho north pole. In 
the process of time it got too cold, but 
there must have beeu u long period 
when the polar region was tho most 
comfortable part of the world. During 
this period, many eminent geologists be- 
lieve, there existed around the north pole 
a continent now submerged, and that ou 
that continent our progenitors wero 
comfortable iu thoir first homo. It is 
known with entire certainty that tho 
polar region was once warm enough f< • 
tropical vegetation to grow there. There 
was light enough also for such vegeta- 
tion — abundant light, indeed, for all 
uses aud plenty for primeval man. 
Geology tells us that man might have 
lived at the north pole. 

A Ready Answer. 

When Admiral Stephen B. Luce was u 
young lieutenant ou the old ship Con- 
stellation, he was known equally for 
his capabilities us an officor aud for his 
roistering tendencies. His readiness to 
wit was also a marked quality, us is 
shown by the following story, that is r. 
favorite in the wardrooms of tho navy 
to this day. Tho ship was at Newport, 
and the lieutenant entered fully iuto tho 
social pleasures of that gay city. As he 
wont aboard oue evening, after an aft- 
ernoon out, the officer of the deck no- 
ticed that his step was not us steady 
as it might be, and in bis sternest tones 
suid, “Mr. Luce, you’re tight, sir!” 
Quick as a flash came the answer, “If 
titopheu B. Luce, how can ho be tight, 
sir?’’ The future admiral heard uomoro 
of tho matter. — Cincinnati Times-Star.

POOR BOBOLINK I 

nnrbaroun Treatment of n Snug l»lr«l by 
the Scrapple Eater*. 

Philadelphia is the only city in tho 
world where the reedbird can bo found 
in a stnte of overrunning obesity, and 
tho only place whero it can ho cooked to 
perfection. In New York the French 
cooks conceal its delicate toothsomeness 
in rich dressing. There they know as 
little about reodbirds as thoy do abont 
terrapin, scrapple and popper pot. There 
was given in this city one dinner in 
which reedbirds were served in 13 dif- 
ferent forms. Among tho courses wore 
sonp liinde from reodbirds, reedbirds 
stuffed with Blue Poin# oysters, reed- 
birds placed inside a hollowed potato 
and roasted, reedbirds stuffed with herb 
filling and baked, reedbirds stewed 
with fresh mushrooms, reedbirds split 
and broiled — an abominnble practice, by 
the way ; reedbirds saute, and a seem- 
ing pie, from which, when tho crust 
was lifted, two dozen reedbirds flew 
forth nnd aronnd the room. 

But, nfter all, thore is only one way 
to cook and oat the succulent reedies— 
santo 1 Select birds which have little 
clumps of yollow fat on both sides of 
the part last over tho fence. Place them 
in a saucepan — or, better still, a chafing 
dish — with plenty of tho best butter, 
salt, black pepper, and n plentiful sprin- 
kling of paprika — tho sweet Hungarian 
pepper which nowadays can be found iu 
any first class grocery. Thoy must not 
be split aud their heads must not bo re- 
moved. Cook them for five or six min- 
utes, according to the sizo of the bird 
nnd the heat of the fire, but do not nl- 
low the yellow fat to become browned. 
Nothing could bo simpler, nnd yet few, 
very few, cooks can prepare the reedbird 
without destroying its toothsomeness. 

There is an art also in the enting of 
his daintiness, but it can only bo ap- 
plied to birds of the character and pre- 
pared in tho manner described above. 
Wring off the head and sink your teeth 
into and absorb tho brains. Then hold 
the little darling aloft by tho protrud- 
ing bones of both legs, and slipping him 
iuto a watering mouth crunch your way 
through his carcass until not a bit of him 
remains but the leg bouos. Then cast 
your eyes above aud say grace. That’s 
eating reedbirds, that is. — Philadelphia 
Times. 

JOSEPHINE WAS MERCIFUL. 

She Tried to Prevent tho Execution of 
the Duo d’Enghien. 

Mme. Bonaparte learned with intense 
sorrow* of tho determination taken by 
her husband. Iu the main his measures 
and his convictions had been kept a se 
cret, but she confided both to Mme. Do 
Remusat, and tho first consul himself 
had told them to Joseph. Ou the 20th 
the decree for the duke’s imprisonment 
and trial was dictated by tho first consul 
from the Tuileries, and in the early 
afternoon he returned to Malmaison, 
where at 3 o’clock Joseph found him 
strolling in the park, conversing with 
Talleyrand, who limped along at his 
side. “I’m afraid of that cripple,” wa* 
Josephine’s greeting to her brothor-in- 
law’. “Interrupt this long talk if yon

Tbe old coolness finally settled down 
and chilled the Inst hopes in the tender 
hearted advocates for clemency. To 
Josephine’s tearful entreaties for mercy 
her husband replied: “ftouway. You’re 
a child. You don’t understand public 
duties.” By 5 it was known that the 
duke had arrived at Vincennes, aud at 
once Savary was dispatched to the city 
for orders from Murat, the military 
commandant. On his arrival at Murat's 
office, from which Talleyrand was in 
the very act of departing, he wus in- 
formed thut tho court martial was al- 
ready convened, aud that it wonld bo 
his duty to guard the prisoner and exe- 
cute whatever sentence was passed. —

Dr. lvurth of 
Bremen has found iu examining water 
filtered through u luyor not sufficiently 
thick thut the number of bacteria w'us 
greatly increased, owing to the presence 
of a speciul microbe thut could not bo 
found in the water before it entered the 
filter. These microbes must therefore 
huvo existed iu the filtering material 
und have been developed by the pasaege 
of water through it.
